One decree authorized the 
minister to enlist greater num- 
bers of Moslem Algerians in 
government service at echelons 
as high as can be filled by 
qualified candidates. He also 
was to urge departmental pre- 
fects to exercise close super- 
vision to protect Moslem work- 
ers from the humiliations often 
imposed on them by petty 
French functionaries. This is 
a source of Moslem discontent. 

Other decrees listed meas- 
ures the minister might take to 
reorganize military organization 
in Algeria for greater efficien- 
cy. He will not impose martial 
law at the present time. 

Several decrees paving the 
way for dis@ribution of lands to 
Moslems also were approved. 
These, however, were likely to 
remain dead letters until peace- 
ful conditions have been re- 
stored.

Among Lacoste’s new powers 
will be the right of press cen- 
sorship. It was indicated, how-

Lacoste was reported to have 
maintained his view that reca!l 
of whole classes of French re- 
servists would be necessary un- 
less order was rapidly re-estab- 
lished.

Terrorists Burn French Office 
Near Moroccan Border. 

ALGIERS, March 17 (AP)— 
Algerian terrorist saboteurs, ex- 
tending their daring fire raids 
beyond the capital, attacked a 
French government office early 
today in Tlemcen near the Mo- 
roccan border 

A carload of terrorists sped 
up to tke building only 200 
yards from a police station, 
poured gasoline over the files 
and furniture, applies the torch, 
and fled with a government 
truck. 

The attack was similar to one 
made yesterday on a bog French 
garage in the center of Algiers. 

Algiers itself was calm today 
under the midnight to 5 a.m. 
curfew, but nationalist pon 
continued throughout the co 
.try. The French said they had 

‘killed morethan 20 rebels in 
guerrilla actions. 

In neighboring Morocco, a 
French patrol clashed with na- 
tionalist. rebels in the Riff 
mountain country between 
Tahar Souk and Beni Oulid. 
Twenty rebels were shot down. 
One Frenchman was killed and 
geveral were wounded.

Even if the prisoner believes 
himself guiltless he cannot leg- 
ally resist arrest and the officer 
has a right to search his person

However, after making the 
arrest, the officer cannot go to 
the prisoner's home and make a 
search unless he has obtained a 
search warrant, it is stated 

After arrest, the prisoner has 
a right to consult his lawyer at 
once and, in most cases, to be 
admitted to bail. He cannot 
legally be held incommunicado. 


He cannot be required to make 


any statement beyond identify- 
ing himself, nor can he be 
forced to take any tests con- 
| cerning the crime. 

“A policeman or prosecuting 
| official has no legal authority 
to induce you to make a confes- 
sion or admission of guilt either 
by force or threats or by prom- 
ises of no prosecution or of 
leniency in the event of prose- 
cution,” the pamphlet states

fendant must be taken as soon 
as practicable, he is entitled to 
be informed of the charge 


against him and of his right to 
have a lawyer.

Only absolute independence 
would satisfy the men who di- 


rect the insurrection from 


Cairo where they enjoy the 
hospitality of the Egyptian 
Government 

These men do not believe 
there is any possibility that a 
French Government would try 
to negotiate with them, and 
they seem satisfied to have it 
that way 

They express supreme confi- | 
dence in their ability to fight 
the rebellion through to a suc- | 
cessful finish. They claim to | 
have far more than the 15,000 
armed followers which the 
French give as the maximum 
rebel strength 

Faithful Followers. 

They also indicate that Algiers 
itself, which has been relative- 
lv quiet until recently, is full 
faithful followers. 

\t present they are attempt- 

Ing to build up increased inter- 
national support for the rebe 
lion by sending emissaries. to 
newly elected members of the 
United Nations and strengthen- 
ing their propaganda offices in 
the United States and the Far 
East 

No attempt is made to con-' 
ceal activities of the group 
which operates in Cairo, as far 
as its political operations are 
concerned. Its military opera- 
tions here, if any, are strictly 
secret. 

It maintains modest offices 
on the third floor of a shabby 
building, a short walk from 
the Hotel Continental. 

Mohamed Khider, one of the 
leaders, is generally to be 
found there and he _ speaks 
freely.

He says the leadership of the 
rebellion lies in the hands of 
three groups: The Cairo delega 
tion of the “Front of National 
Liberation,” which is small and 
consists of Algerian exiles: the 
Algerian group, which he says 

large and composed of out- 

standing people in the city of 

Algiers, all of whom work in 

secret, and the general staff of 

the “Army of _§ Liberation,” 

which does the actual fighting 
Joint Consent. 


He says that all important 
decisions are taken with the 
joint consent of all three groups 
and that all three groups are

He was director 
of the party in the violent out- 
break of May 1945 in which 
thousands of French and Mos- 
lems died. He escaped to Cairo 
only three months ago.

AILL 127, INURE 200 


Workers Seek Bodies in 
Ruins of 25 Towns 
and Villages. 


BEIRUT, March 17.(AP) — 
Troops and rescue workers 
searched for bodies in the ruins 
of 25 earthquake-stricken towns 
and villages in Lebanon today. 

The dead were believed to 
number 127, with more than 200 
injured. 


Three tremors at five-minute 
intervals last night sent people 
rushing into fields and streets. 
The worst-hit community was 
the mountain village of Shiheem 
in-south Lebanon. Thirty-two 
bodies were brought out from 
the rubble this morning while 
fresh tremors rocked the vil- 
lage 

The: dead were carried in open 
coftins to a burial ground, sit- 
uated between ruins’ that 
looked like the aftermath of an 
an air raid. 

Villagers crouched with their 
belongings in the open spaces, 
afraid to return to the remains 
of their houses. 

The first quake shook the 
houses and weakened the struc- 
tures, but gave most of the oc- 
cupants time to flee into the 
streets. There, shivering in 
rain and cold, they saw their 
homes collapse under the sec- 
ond and third tremors. 

One family of six slept 
through the first tremor and was 
wiped out by the second. 

Roads leading to the village 
were strewn with boulders, 
loosened by landslides. 

(The United Press said 26 
towns and villages had dead or 
injured from the earthquake 
lt said 16 bodies were recovered 
at Kfarhetta Another village 


Jezzine, reported one dead, it 
said.)

effect on world opinion 

The letter also questioned the 
necessity of further tests 

“Since one large hydrogen 
bomb of the kind detonated at 
Eniwetok can obilterate any 
modern city, it would seem that 
a practical limit to nuclear 
weapon power and efficiency 
already has been reached,” it 
Said. 

In warning of radioactive con- 
tamination, the group said the 
biological and genetic effects of 
nuclear weapons are not fully 
known. 

“Should the Atomic Energy 
Commission have miscalculated 
the danger of contamination, 
there would be no protection 
against this delayed hazard. In 


the past, nuclear tésts have not 
been completely under control, 
as for example, the dusting of

ICC Affirms 
Excessive Speed in Los 
' Angeles Wreck. 


LOS ANGELES, March 17 
(AP)—A Santa Fe 
spokesman said today that the 
engineer of a train that tipped 


over on a Los Angeles curve 
last Jan. 22, killing 30 persons 


and injuring 122 others, is on 
a leave of absence. 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington said 
yesterday that the engineer's 
blackout, with resulting failure 
to reduce speed on the curve, 
brought about the derailment 

The Santa Fe spokesman said 
he assumed the leave was for 
90 days and that he could not 
sav what developments would 
follow 

The spokesman recalled, how- 
eveh, that the 61-year-old engi- 
neer, Frank Parrish, said at the 
coroner's inquest that he did 
not want to run a train again. 
Normal retirement age on the 
line, the spokesman said, is 65. 

In Chicago the Santa Fe said 
in a statement that the engineer 
“is on leave of absence because 
of physical disability, and final 
formal action as to his future 
status has not yet been taken.” 

The ICC’s final report af- 
firmed preliminary findings 
that the two-car, San Diego- 
bound passenger train over- 
turned as a result of excessive 
speed on the curve 

The ICC said trains on that 
curve are restricted to 15 
miles an hour and‘the train in- 
volved left the tracks at 68 or 

69 miles an hour. 

Parrish testified he had a 
mental lapse and did not clear- 
ly recall his actions after leav- 
ing the Los Angeles union sta- 
tion 

ICC investigators said the en- 
gineer had been certified as 
physically fit but that his at- 
tack owas neurological and 
would not be detected in rou- 


tine physical examinations.

The British Foreign Office 
and officials in Washington con- 
firmed that they were studying 
diplomatic reports of the “ru- 
mors’ circulating in Moscow 
concerning’ the Khrushchev 
speech. 

British officials here and in 
Washington also admitted they 
had heard the rumors of the 
disorders in Tbilisi (Tiflis), 
Georgia. 

The office of Danish Premier 
H. C. Hansen gave circumstan- 
tial support to that story. It 
disclosed that the Premier and 
his delegation on their recent 
tour of Russia had been sched- 
uled to visit Tbilisi on March 8, 
the day after the disorders were 
said to have occurred.

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2 STATES’ JOBLESS 
TAX RELIEF RULED 
AGAINST U.S. LAW 


WASHINGTON, March 17 
(UP)—Secretary of Laber James 
P. Mitchell has ruled that Penn- 
svivania and Connecticut Vvio- 
lated federal laws when they 
relieved business firms of taxes 
on unemployment caused by 
last vear’s floods 

He said yesterday his ruling 
also mav nullify the provision 
of the Connecticut law which 
would give persons unemploved 
during the flood period an ad- 
ditional week of unemployment 
compensation benefits 

The provision for paying ad- 
ditional unemployment com- 
pensation benefits is “in no way 
inconsistent” with the federal 
law, he said, but since it is 
part of legislation which he 
had held illegal, it may be af- 
fected by that ruling. The rul- 
ing was requested by the two 
states following passage of the 
legislation. 

Under the tnemployment 
compensation system, employ- 
ers’ annual taxes are based on 
their unemployment experience 
in the previous three years. 

Mitchell said that to hold 
that an emplover should pay 
taxes only on the basis of un- 
employment that is under his 
control would cause “grave 
consequences” to the unemploy- 
ment compensation program 

“In the last analysis, most 
serious unemployment is be- 
yond the control of any individ- 
ual employer,” he said.

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MIME. JOLIOT-CURIE 
DIES OF LEUKEMIA 


Patents Discovered Radium 
—Study of Radioactivity 
Led to Her Death. 


PARIS, March 17 ‘(AP!}—Mme 
Irene Joliot-Curie, daughter of 
the discoverers of radium and 
herself a famed scientist, died 
today. She was 58 years old. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie died of 
acute leukemia brought on by 
her own research in dangerous 
radioactive materials. 

Death came at the Hospital 
Curie, which is named after her 
parents. The hospital special- 
izes in the treatment of cancer 
and other diseases requiring 
treatment by radioactive ma- 
terials. She had been there for 
one month. 

The noted woman researcher, 
daughter of Pierre and Marie 
Curie, teamed with her husband 


Frederic Joliot-Curie to win a 
Nobel prize for chemistry in 
1934. The prize was awarded 


for work on the nucleus of the 
atom Their research lead to 
the discovery of the neutron and 
added much to man’s under- 
standing of radioactivity 
Long in Poor Health. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie had been 
in poor health for a long time. 
In recent vears she did much of 
her research independently of 
her husband, who is a Commu- 
nist However, she continued 
to join with him in supporting 
various left-wing causes. 


They met while studying 
under her parents. On their 
marriage in 1926, they joined 


their names to maintain. the 
name Curie. 

She had published 54 scienti- 
fic books in her lifetime. The 
French Government made her 
a member of the Legion of 
Honor and she received count- 
less other awards and recog- 
nitions 

In addition, she was the first 
woman in France to achieve 
cabinet rank, serving in 1936 as

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NEW EVE TREATMENT 
DESCRIBED HERE 


Light Ray Used Instead of 
Surgery to Cure Retinal 
Detachment. 


A new technique in the treat- 
ment of retinal detachment, a 
disease of the eve which causes 
blindness, has been developed 
by two ophthalmologists at the 
Washington University School 
of Medicine, Dr. Pau! Cibis and 


Dr. Bernard Becker, it was 
learned yesterday. 
The technique, which re- 


quires no surgery, involves use 
of a strong light source beamed 
onto the affected part of the 
retina—a hole or a tear—which 
produces sufficient heat to seal 
it, Dr. Becker explained. 

“By sealing the tear,’ Dr. 
Becker continued, “the retina 
the laver of the eve through 
which we see, is again attached 
to its underlying tissues from 
which it is nourished. 

“Although still in experi- 
mental stages with animals the 
technique has been used suc- 
cessfully on some patients 

“The idea originated with Dr. 
Cibis. When doing research on 


the effects of atomic bomb ex- 
plosions on the eye, Dr. Cibis 
discovered that the intense light 
produced 


by the explosion 


burned and blistered the retina 
| of rabbits’ eyes.” 

The same technique, arrived 
at independentif by the two 
Washington University men, 
also was developed by a Ger- 
man opthalologist, Dr. Meyet 
Schwickerat, at the University 
of Bonn (Germany) in 1954 

Dr. Becker explained: “The 
new treatment is based on the 
came theory involved in burn- 
ing a hole into a piece of paper 
by focusing sunlight through a 
magnifying glass 

“The patient is setated three 
or four feet from the strong 
light source. A mirror is cen- 
tered onto the affected part of 
the retina. Te light, shot from 
what we call a ‘light gun’ de- 
flects from the mirror onto the 
damaged area of the retina.” 

The accepted treatment of 
retinal detachment. requires sur- 
gery. 

Dr. Becker said he believed 
the new technique eventually 
would come into general use 
“It is promising and exciting,” 
he said, “but it requires im- 
provement .and the equipment 
needed is expensive and diffi- 
cult to handle.”

CONCORD, N-H. March 17 
(AP) —— Complete official re- 
turns from the New Hampshire 
presidential preferential pri- 
mary showed last night that 
Vice President Richard ™M 
Nixon, whose name was not 
on the ballot, received 41 per 
cent of the total vote given 
President Eisenhower.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Your editorial, “Older Than We 
Think,” is rather premature in at- 
tempting to “explode the Darwinian 
theory.” What are the facts’ 

Only that one human-like jaw and 
some other unspecified fragments, 
found long ago in northern Italy, 
ate now pronounced 10,000,000 years 
old. 

Even overlooking for the moment 
the scientific havoc caused by a mis- 
placed jaw-bone at Piltdown, scien- 
tists are inclined to ask a number of 
questions about the Hurveler report. 

In precisely what geological - sur- 
roundings were the fragments found” 
What other kinds of bones were in 
the same deposit? Were all the bones 
found together really contemporary’ 

All these questions are answerable 
and until the answers are published 
in full, the scientific world will re- 
serve judgment. Could not the Post 
Dispatch do the same” 

Granting, however, that Hurzeler’s 
contention is correct, what kind of 
Darwinian “theory” is invalidated by 
#t? Well, what kinds are there” 

For one thing, there is the “red in 
tooth and claw” social Darwinism 
that your editorial writer has equated 
with the theory of evolution. This 
neolithic view of things is scarcely 
affected by the new findings, since 
it never was a fair representation of 
Darwin's thinking anyway. 

Another kind of Darwinism con- 
cerns the mechanism by which evo- 
lutionary changes have occurred and 
been perpetuated. It is in this area 
that the term “theory” in the sense 
in which you use it is justified, for 
we are not yet really sure how or- 
ganisms evolved 

The problem is obviously one of 
tremendous difficulty, since so much 
of the evidence is beyond the reach 
of experimental test 

If it should prove true that man 
existed 10,000,000 vears ago 
dents of the mechanisms of evolution 
wil certainly have to revise their 
ideas about the speed at which the 
human type evolved, just as anthro 
pologists will find themselves faced 
with the necessity of explaining an 
enormous blank in which beings ap 
parently capable of becoming civil. 
ized failed to do so 

There will be new problems to 
solve, but Darwinism will hardly be 

shaken, for Darwin did not commit 
himself at all on the age of man, ex 
cept to say that the divergence of 
the human stock from the simian 
must have taken place “at a remote 
period.” 

This leaves us with the third as- 

ct of Darwinism, the tremendous 

ct of evolution itself 

Your editorial is utterly incorrect 
in suggesting that scientists doubt 
whether organisms have evolved. No 
scientist doubts that evolution has 
occurred: all the open questions are 
fin the realm of how it occurred. Ev- 
erything about us—our early embry- 
onic stages in which we are indis- 
tinguishable from opossums, our -ab- 
surd skeletons so plainly designed 
for a four-footed gait, the chemistry 
of our blood, the number of our teeth 
-—Dlainly bespeaks an animal origin 
To deny our cousinship with the 
apes is as little reasonable as deny- 
ing that the earth revolves.

The 
comfortable, even opulent, at- 
mosphere of Londoy today is 
in amazing contrast to the bleak 
austere days of the last big fi- 
nancial crisis, when the ration 
of bacon was one slice a week, 
and when the cheese ration 
scarcely sufficed to round off a 
modest dinner. The country is 
living better — far better — but 
all of the old economic jargon 
of nine years ago is repeating 
itself. 

Today the reserves stand 
around $2,.120,000,000 after a 
steady decline for 12 months, 
which has only been narrowly

In 1947, consumption was 
held down by all sorts of ra- 
tioning and restrictions.

ERE is a half-biograph- 
ical first novel by a na-

Missourians should not over- 
look.

The Other Indices.

It was the best gain since 
Feb. 3. Railroad shares set anew 
high since 1929 and closed

Utilities finished down a trifle 
from their high — best level 
since 1931 — at 67.47, up 041 
on the week. The average for 
65 stocks—the 30 industrials, 
20 rails and 15 utilities included 
in the foregoing averages close: 
at 179.61 up exactly three 
points.” The Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks rose $3.10 
on the week and closed at 
$188.50, just 10 cents under the 
latest historic high recorded 
Thursday.

Governor Munoz tells WHY 


T THIS brief statement, T shall try to put Puerto Rico's basic economic position before 
you as frankly as I would to any manufacturer or labor leader who met me face-to- 


face. I feel you should know the plain facts and from them draw your own conclusions. 


Puerto Rico is currently making a determined effort to stand squarely on its own 


economic feet. At present we d 


o not have nearly enough jobs to support our people. 


We are therefore directing every energy to create more employment here at home, and 
to curtail migration to the States. The purpose of the people of Puerto Rico is not to 
abolish themselves.. It is to pull themselves into a pattern of prosperity by their own 


bootstraps. 


That is precisely why we are going all out to attract every new plant we possibly can. 
But, even counting our present rate of industrial expansion, we are still providing only 
25% of the new jobs we need each year to keep pace with our expanding labor force. 
[ shall go on to explain our problems and program more fully. But first I want to make 
two points of my Government's policy absolutely clear: 


1. Puerto Rico has no intention of winning industries away from anywhere. 
We do not grant tax concessions to runaway plants. 


2. Puerto Rico’s Industrial Development Plan is based on a combination 
of absolutely ethical incentives. We do not and never will hold out low wages 
as an attraction to business. My Government’s firm philosophy is that wages 
should rise as rapidly as our economic development permits, 


Let me describe our basic problem in more detail.” 


Our Problem

But Operation Bootstrap is more than just a 
fiscal plan, concerned only with figures and facto- 
ries. It is a bold attempt to increase the well-being 
of our whole Commonwealth—workers and em- 
ployers alike. And lest anyone should fear that 
my countrys program of self-help might injure 
the U. S. economy, let me now quote some com- 
forting figures 
1, The U.S. already has 6§ million employed. 
Puerto Rico only needs to create 150 thousand 


new jobs to solve its present problem. 
2. One half of one per cent of normal U.S. 
industrial expansion would achieve our whole 
economic program. A drop in the ocean to the 
U.S. economy. But to Puerto Rico, the differ- 
ence between poverty and migration on the one 
hand, and prosperity on the other. 
I sincerely hope these comparisons help to put 
Puerto Rico's industrial needs in proper perspec- 
tive. But, just for good measure, let me quote a 
few more figures to show how important a pros- 
perous Puerto Rico is to U. S. business itself: 


In 1955, Puerto Rico's purchases of food and 
other goods from the United States rose to 
$580 000,000. Without Puerto Rico as a cus- 
tomer, New York’s gross sales would have 
dropped by $67,000,000; California’s by $54, 
000,000; New England's by $53,000,000. In 
fact, Puerto Rico’s purchases are already esti- 
mated to keep over 100,000 workers gainfully 
employed in the United States. 
So much for statistics. Now just a final word about 
my people, without whose consent and willing 
co-operation Operation Bootstrap would merely 
be a sterile concept devoid of meaning or hope.”

EED for money causes men 
Ne do things they wouldn't 
even dream of doing oth- 
erwise. Such seems to be the 
case with Joe Louis, iormer 
heavyweight champion of the 

world, who has gone in for a 
part in wrestling. 

Joe expiained that his in- 
‘ come tax troubles are so mon- 
umental that he had to do 
something. so he kKayoed a 
wrestler in a “mixed match 
in Washington, for which he 
was paid $1500. Louis, olf 
course, has to pay tax on 
that, so it is doubtful that the 
sum he received will go far 
toward reducing the million 
and more dollars he is said 
to owe Uncle Sam 

There ts a general feeling 
of sorrow among sports fans 
that a man who was such a 
great champion should be re- 
duced to such straits. They 
have nothing but profound 
sympathy for Louis in his 
troubles over money but they 
hate to see him indulge in 
something about which he 
knows little and for which 
he would not even be con- 
sidered except for his past 
greatness in boxing 

The “mixed™ match, that is 
between a boxer and a 
wrestler, has been done many 
times before and usually to 
the humiliation of the boxer 
Billed as more or less a rough 
and tumble fight, the boxer has 
seldom been able to cope 
with his adversary who can 
work behind him or dive for 
his feet and that's it 

There was such a spectacle 
here one time between Ray 
Steele and King Levinsky 
with Steele’ the winner after 
taking one light punch in his 
face. It was a ludicrous ex- 
hibition as it almost must 
necessarily be 

It is too bad that boxers 
continue to fall for the 
dodge when a few fast bucks 
are waved in their faces 

Jack Dempsey has long 
lent his great name and pres- 
tige to wrestling by referee- 
ing: so has Jack Sharkey 
and now Joe Walcott, who 
handled the Louis affair 

Dempsey has excused him- 
self because of the amount 
of money he has been able 
to make through his efforts. 
And that is something with 
which it is hard to quarrel 

When he started out as 
a referee of wrestling, Jack 
usually took a punch trom a 
wrestler and punched back 
That drew spectators in big 
numbers. He's been at it a 
long time 

But he is a severe critic 
of everything pertaining to 
boxing. He has even de- 
clared that Rocky Marciano 
would have stood little 
chance with any of _ the 
heavyweight champions of 
yesteryear and never fails 
to condemn the International 
Boxing Club for what he 
calls its monopoly of box- 
ing promotions. 

There is no question but 
that the wrestling people 
have the right to induce box- 
ing men to perform but it 
is too bad that the two 
groups are not kept rigidly 
apart. They are not compat- 
ible.

Busch Area Fishing 
Season Shortened. 


ISHING at the Augu st A 

Busch Wildlife Area at Wel- 

20% Spring will open May 
30, about the same time as last 
year, but is scheduled to close 
Sept. 3, one month earlier, Out- 
doors was informed yesterday. 

Sixteen lakes are expected to 
be available for fishing at the 
Busch area this year, compared 
with 14 in 1955 

Two of last year’s lakes have 
been closed as unproductive, 
but four new ones, totaling 15.7 
acres, will be opened, Fred An- 
derson, who is in charge of fish- 
eries management at the area, 
said. 

The entire fish population 
in four lakes was killed this 
winter when the lakes froze 
solid. The water was low be- 
cause of drouth conditions. 
As a result, the Missouri 
Conservation Commission will 
have to restock the lakes, and 
fishing will be set back at 
least a year. 

Regulations at the area will 
be the same as last season. A 
daily fee of 50 cents will be 
charged, and fishermen also will 
be required to have a regular 
state fishing permit. Boats will 
be available for $1 a day. 

Daily limits will be two bass 
and two channel catfish, with 
no limits on bluegill, except the 
general provision that no one 
may take more than 25 pounds 
of fish, plus one additional fish, 
in one day... Fishing will be per- 
mitted from sunrise to one hour 
after sunset. 

The limit on frogs will be 
six, and they may not be taken 
on the area until July 1, when 
the frog season opens on a state- 
wide basis. On the area, rifles, 
pistols and bows and arrows 
may not be used in taking frogs. 

Opening dates for fishing at 
other state-operated areas are: 
Lake Paho, March 31: Trimble 
Lake, May 30, and Hunnewell 
Lake, May 30

Dan Saults, editor of the Mis- 
sour Conservation Commis- 
sion’s magazine, the Conserva- 
tionist, speaks out in defense of 
Missouri fishing in reply to last 
week's Outdoors, which said 
this year should be the test as 
to whether the state's fishing is 
slipping 


Outdoors pointed out that fig 
ures released by the L'nited 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 


show that in the last two vears 
Missouri has dropped out of the 


first 10 states in sale of fishing 
permits 

“You can't judge fishing qual- 
ity, or quantity, by the number 
of permits sold,” Saults main- 
tains 

“You can't say Illinois, Ohio, 
New York, Pennsylvania and 
Indi lana are ‘ahead’ of Missouri 
in fishing. That would also put 
them ahead of Florida, Colo- 
rado, Arkansas, Montana and 
Oregon 

“In fact, that does put Mis- 
souri ahead of these states. Pos- 


siblv we are, in fact of fishing 
quality, when the joint oppor- 
tunities of lake and Ozark 
stream fishing are considered 
But the sale of permits hasn't 
got anything to do with it 

“Indiana sells joint hunting- 
fishing permits only, so far as 
I can learn, and both of them 
very cheaply. Indiana also has 
very little hunting or fishing, 
comparatively, 

“Illinois has far more than 
twice aS many people as Mis- 
souri, but sold less than 50 per 
cent more permits than Mis- 


ir of recent 
extremely 


souri in its worst ye 
times—when it was 
hot and very dry 

“I've never met a Missourian 
that has ever fished in Illinois 
but I know a lot of Illinoisans 
who fish constantly in Mis- 
sorri.” 

Saults says the proportion of 


Missourians with fishing per- 
mits is higher than in any of 


the states ahead of it on the 
basis of number sold, with the 
exception of Indiana and he 
“true fishing states’’—Tennes- 
see, Minnesota, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 

“Ask. any fisherman what 
states offer the best fishing in 
these two groups of five—Mis- 
souri, Colorado, Florida, Oregon 
and Mantana—or Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
New York,” Sault suggests.

the season is over, these forms 
are permanently bound and 
kept at the company’s head- 
quarters 

In addition to this field test- 
ing or proving of commercial 
varieties, a number of other 
activities are conducted. Cross 
breeding for the development 
of new and improved varieties 
goes on both winter and sum- 
mer 

When fall comes, the smal] 
greenhouse is used. for the 
breeding of new varieties of 
such vegetables as snap bean 
tomatoes, cucumbers, peppers 
some of these. notably, nap 
beans can be crossed quite 
readily in the warm, moist cli- 
mate of the greenhouse. but it 
is almost impossible to make 
an artificial cross out-of-doors 
in this climate After such 
crosses are made, it takes many 
generations of selection to ob- 
tain a desired improvement and 
to “fix” the variety. The green- 
house serves to speed up this 
process and saves many years 
As an example, a new white 
seeded variety of green string- 
less snap bean, now in the four- 
teenth generation and about to 
be introduced commercially. 
Started in the greenhouse in 
1949. 

Waiting for Best. 

Planting two and three gen- 
erations per year has made it 
possible to do in six or seven 
years work which would have 
taken 12 to 14 years normally) 
cross Was made, hun- 
dreds of variations were ob- 
served within the following 
four or five generations. No 
serious attempt was made at 
selection work until about the 
sixth generation Of course, 
some undesirable types were 
eliminated in the meantime 
Out of all the hundreds of varr 
ants observed in the seventh 
generation, one stood out as 
having exactly the characteris- 
tics for which this particular 
breeding program was started 
A list of these “ideal” charac 
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teristics “or. specifications as 
given to the plant breeder, 
Theodore Frank, at the begin- 
ning of this project may serve 
to illustrate a typical plam 
breeding problem 

Desired chracteristics: 

Seed color—white or light 
green. This is beeause quick 
freezers and canners object to 
dark seed which may make 
their product unattractive. 

Pods—dark green, slender, 
round, fleshy, stringless. These 
are what the quick freezer and 
canner have determined are the 
ideal of the housewife. 

Plant—must be resistant to 
bean mosaic disease. This is 
important for commercial and 
home gardeners in assuring pro- 
duction, since mosaic is a wide- 
spread, insect-carried disease 

Plant type—must be upright 
with pods borne well ‘off the 
ground, and arranged for easy 
picking. This plant type suits 
the home gardener, but it also 
is demanded for the new me- 
chnical bean pickers which are 
now getting into . commercial 
use 

The company feels fortunate 
that even one plant was found 
1 the seventh generation which 


met these requirements. All 
others in that entire program 
were discarded. A new program

Any 
plant which is weak or abnor- 
mal, by reason of thresher in- 
jury to the seed or for any 
other reason, is not counted 
Laboratory analysis statement 
on each bag or carton, there- 
fore, indicates a scientific ap- 
praisal of the percentage or 
number of strong normal plants 
that can be produced from 100 
seeds.

Maintaining a constant and 


stock seed is a big task and re- 
quires alert co-operation be- 
tween the breeding farm, the 
production staff and the test- 
ing station. When a strain shows 
anv signs of degeneration, it« 
further increase is discontinued 
and there must be new lines to 
replace it This stock seed 
“pipeline” must be kept filled. 
To do so, with seed peas and 
beans, for example. requires in- 
dividual plant selections and 
pure line increase. Of the many 
selections made of each variety, 
the breeder, the tester and the 
production man must decide 
wl ch is best, eliminate the oth- 
ers, and go on only with the 
best. It takes five vears from 
selection to commercial pro- 
duction with beans, and seven 
years with peas, so our men 
have to be that many vears 
ahead of the actual need in 
making the selections. Some

| White Fir (Abies concolor). It 

‘is somewhat difficult to start 

but no large-growing evergreen 

‘achieves such symmetry and 
beauty as a specimen Concolor. 
When well-grown, it clearly out- 
Strips the blue spruce in beauty 
and majesty. 

The Douglas Fir (Pseudotsuga 
taxifolia) is not a true fir but is 
a thoroughly good tree. One 
must be sure to secure the Colo- 
rado form. I have grown trees 
from seed that are now 18 feet 
in height and have developed 
into perfect lawn 
without a single pruning. These 
established trees have weath- 
ered the drouth years without 
faltering. 

Spruce—Good Blue Spruce 
(Picea pungens), particularly 
such highly-colored forms as 


have an everlasting popularity 
and appeal. Black Hills Spruce 
(Picea glauca densata) perform 
well in this area. The many 
Spruce species that do so well 
north and east (White, Norway, 
Serbian, Oriental, etc.) do not 
take kindly to our climate. 

Pines—Austrian Pine (Pinus 
nigra) is the “standard” pine 
for St. Louis but it is outclassed 
in many respects by White Pine 
(Pinus strobus). Several other 
white pines have been suggested 
but none, in my observation, 
have the merits of our native 
American species. 


Our native Norway or Red 
Pine (Pinus resinosa) and Pon- 
derosa Pine (Pinus ponderosa) 
are very good in this area. I 
think a careful survey might 
conclude that the Ponderosa 
Pine is better adapted, longer- 
lived and more handsome than 
Austrian Pine. For screening 
and the poorest soils, Scots Pine 
(Pinus sylvestris) is always good. 

Hemlock—Canadian Hemlock 
(Tsuga canadensis) is the only 
species suited to this area and 
since the recent drouth years 
one wonders if this is a valid 
statement. Keep it on the cool 
and shady north and east ex- 
posures! 


Smaller Conifer Trees. 


There is a multitude of needs 
for conifers below “‘tree” size— 


for screening, background, bor- 
der and specimen planting. 
When controlled in size. by 


pruning they fit into foundation 
plantings for accent points. 
We are in a Juniper country 
and nowhere do the Junipers 
perform better. Chinese forms 
(Juniperus chinensis) such as 
Keteleer, Mascula and Colum- 
naris are excellent. Our native 
Redcedar (J. virginiana) is the 
parent of some of the very best 
varieties: Burk, Cannaert, 
ca and Dundee are among the 
better Redcedar forms. The’ na-

The 
spreading Japanese Yew (Taxus 
cuspidata)* has been the stand- 
by, but in our experience it is 
easily surpassed in quality, 
adaptability and drouth resis- 
tance by a number of the hy- 
brid crosses between English 
(Taxus baccata) and Japanese 
Yew. These Angio-Jap_ varie- 
ties carry the middle name 
“media” in their botanical no- 
menclature, ie, “Taxus media 
browni.” In this group. the 
Brown Yew, Hatfield Yew, 
Hicks Yew, Densiformis Yew 
and Kelsey Yew are out- 
standing. 


Small and Dwarf Conifers. 


Here again Junipers and Yews 
dominate the group. Andorra 
Juniper (J. horizontalis plu- 
mosa) is a fine low-grower for 
sunny situations, Dwarf Pfitzer 
is also good.

Many Fence 


Styles Aid 


City Plans 


The modern “gardens-to-be- 
lived-in” trend has _ brought 
new importance to various 
kinds of fences. No longer are 
they to be considered utilitarian 
though ugly barriers that must 
quickly be covered with a 
cloak of green. Instead, the 
screens, partitions or walls of 


the patio or terrace may 
|actually be a decorative fea- 
‘ture, planned to enhance the 


garden picture 

When selecting a fence for 
a particular garden, therefore, 
we must be concerned both 
with the function it is to per- 
form and with the over-al! gar- 


den design. It is vitally im- 
portant, of course, that the 
| fence harmonize with the 


‘architecture of the house and 


with the general plan of the 
garden 
Meeting these requirements’ 


should not be too difficult, for 
we are now offered an almost 
infinite variety of materials 
Fences may be made of various 
kinds of wire, pickets, rails, 
boards stockade saplings, cecar 
or redwood strips, plywood, 4s- 
hestos or aluminum panels, 
concrete. iron, stone, brick and 
even glass. 


And luckily. a variety of well 
designed, prefabricated fencing 
are available. Complete with 
posts, rails and panel sections, 
they may be installed with a 
minimum of labor 

While the fence is still in 
the planning stage it is wise 
to check community laws that 
might regulate the height of 
fences—or even prohibit them 


altogether' If the fence is to 
be built along the edge of the 
property, a new survey may be 
advisable to determine the ex:

Rustic picket fences may be 
had in panels three, three and 
one-half or four feet high.

which gives the fence a scal- 
loped effect 

Fences for Backgrounds. 

When the primary need is for 
a “security” fence, to keep chil- 
dren and pets in (or out, as the 
case may be!), the fence should 
be a high, tight barrier, com- 
plete with gates. Woven-wire 
fencing is economical. Various 
kinds of board or stockade fenc- 
ings can be more decorative, 
especially when. properly de- 
signed and planted. 

If privacy screening is the 
first consideration, the need is 
for solid stockade fencing or for 
panels of wood, asbestos, or 
opaque glass. These fencings 
also can be made into effective 
backgrounds for plantings. 

One of the easiest to erect is 


a rustic fence made of half- 
round cedar saplings woven 
closely together with copper 


wire. It may be had in heights 
of from three feet 10 inches to 
six feet six inches, and there are 
also short graded sections, to be 


used on sloping ground. Al- 
though the “fabric” may be 
purchased separately, there is 


a specially tailored framework 
made of stout posts, which are 
notched to receive 2x3 rails. 

A framework or backing of 
this tvpe may also be used for 


stockade fences of nailed cy- 
press or cedar saplings. Avail- 
able in seven-foot sections, they 
may be had in stock heights 


| ranging from four to seven feet. 


These fences weather attrac- 
tively, and they may be stained 
or painted. 

A patio screening that is ex- 
ceptionally light weight and 
easy to handle is made of bam- 
boo-type reeds, securely bound 
at four-inch intervals with steel 
wires, This fabric, which comes 
in 25-foot rolls, is six feet four 
inches high, but can easily be 
cut if shorter sections are 
needed. 

Although this screening is not 
as durable as some other types 
of fencing, the reeds have been 
chemically treated to resist fire 
and decay. Being. light in 
weight, the fabric may be at- 
tached to exsisting fences or to 
frameworks of wire or wood. 

Need Heavy Frames. 

This patio screening permits 
fine circulation of air and gives 
a translucent effect that makes 
a most attractive background 


for choice flowers or broad- 
leaved evergreens. While .-it 
does not cut off vision com- 


pletely at close quarters, it 
makes a most effective screen- 
ing from a distance

One of the often-quoted re- 
marks of the great Dr. Johnson 
is that a preaching woman and 
a talking dog are alike in that 
neither does the job very well, 
but the surprising thing is that 
they do it at all. Now Dr. John- 
son's remark applies to my 
garden. It is certainly not re- 
markable, and the wonder is 
that I, or people like me, have 
a garden at all. 

The people like me are those 
who work away from home 
about eight hours a day and 
have to spend another one and 
a half or two hours getting to 
and from their places of busi- 
ness. When they reach horne 
there isn’t much daylight lett, 
and no matter how soon they 
get up in the morning they 
barely have time to water a 
small garden patch. Weekends 
are so full of a number of 
things that we are lucky to get 
in even a few hours of 
digging. 

In addition to having no time 
and no money, I have other 
difficulties connected with 
gardening. For instance, there 
is a big elm tree at the back. 
and only shade-tolerant plants 
can be grown under its spread, 
and its spread is considerable 
Then there is a granitcid waik 
down the center of the back yard 
“garden” through courtesy) 


from the kitchen porch to the 
alley. 

Of course we inherited bad 
soil. For years I have been 
working on that soil. I made a 
compost heap, not avery 
scientifically made one, but my 
home-made product has cer- 


tainly helped: I have bought 
topsoil as I was able to afford 
it and could fina time to apply 
it. I have appropriated bushels 
and bushels of san@ from the 
area back of us which was once 
a street-car track. I have used

The 
true geranium, a near relative, 
is one of the lovely spring flow- 
ers native to Missouri woods. 

The zonal geranium, most 
popular for its flower, is but 
one of several groups which 
include: Martha Washington or 
Pals) flowered, iv\ leaved, 
multicolored, 
dwarf, and the scenteds. Each 
group has somewhat. different 
habits and tolerances and is so 
diverse that collectors frequent- 
ly specialize. 

Range of Odors. . 

Generally, all types of gerani- 
ums do well in St. Louis, al- 
though none are winter hardy. 
The scenteds are especially fine 
either as potted or as bedding

Nat was the 
best friend a boy could have. 
He was a Negro 

Nat is dead, I learned, and 
though I chatted with his suc- 
cessor, I found the old easy re- 
lationship I thought I had with 
Negroes was gone. I was re- 
garded with frank distrust. 

There is more to this distrust 
than just this conversation. As 


I bave traveled about the South 
I have more and more felt that 
the once easy, often cordial re- 
lationships between whites and 
Negroes are disappearing 
Toughness of Attitudes. 

To me there a real tragedy 
building in: the South. The 
white men and N¢é oes of good 
will are growing farther and 
farther apart There is a 


toughness about the mental at- 
titudes of some Negroes I have 
met that is alien to my child- 
hood and youth 

Here I feel strongly pres- 
sures mounting for people to 
chose sides in what they ap- 
parentiy are certain is the 
coming battle. If you are not 
for segregattion, you are 


against it. There is no middle

Representative. Charley's father 
Was the attending physician at 
my birth. Cnaries 1s a forme! 
law clerk for a federal judge 
He counts himself a moderate 
on this race question. Further, 
be is a man of considerable 
political courage 

He was the only representa- 
tive to vote against the “free- 
dom of choice” school bill which 
would permit the Legislature to 
set up white, Negro and 
“mixed” schools. 

His reasoning, he said, was 
simple: “We can’t afford two 
schoo! systems very well and I 
know we can't afford three.” 

Nice was One of four men 
who voted against the House 
resolution declaring the Su- 
preme Court decision “null, 
void and of no affect.’ 

Over a cup of coffee, Charley 
said, “In my opinion the Su- 
preme Court decision was un- 
wise and untimely, but the ap- 
peal is anarchy.” 

About Folsom’s Plan. 

He believes that Gov. James 
E. Folsom's plan to establish an 
interracial committee is good 
“but he can't put his old cronies 

They must be men, pre- 
ferably conservative men. who 
will act with dignity.’ 

If such men can be found 
Charley thinks, Alabama—and 
the South—can work out its 
racial problems, particularly if 
the extremists on both sides 
will just shut up for awhile 
People like Charley Nice are 
few in the South 

The Citizens Councils, dedi- 
cated to the preservation of 
Segregation, continue to grow. 
In North Alabama alone they 
claim 52 councils with a mem-

Among council members |! 
ave ecard talk of boycotts. Asa 
E. (Ace) Carter, executive sec- 
retary of the North Alabama 
White Citizens Councils, men- 
tions a sort of tacit boycott of 
Ford automobiles. 

Carter believes that the 
money provided by the Ford 
Foundation's Fund for the Re- 
public is undermining the 
“Southern way of life.” I 
have yet to find a Ford dealer, 
however, who admits that any 
fall-off in sales is attributable 
to a boycott.

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FARM SURPLUS 
STORAGE STL 
PLAGUES GOP 


Party Troubled With 
Problem That Con- 
tributed to Its Loss 
of ’48 Election. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 
‘(AP)—The problem of storing 
farm surpluses continues to 
trouble the Republicans. 

In 1948 the party took a stand 
on the problem that contributed 
to the loss of a presidential 
election it confidently expected 
to win. 

Now in power, a Republican 
Administration is finding it nec- 

{essary to take action with re- 
‘gard to this problem which is 
at odds with the party's general 
economic philosophy. 

In 1948, a Republican-ton- 
trolled Congress passed legis- 
lation which took away from 
the Department of Agriculture 
authority to set up storage facil- 
ities for crop surpluses. It took 
the position that storing - of 
products was a function of pri- 
vate enterprise and not the 
Government. 

Some Republican leaders ar- 
gued that in providing storage, 
the Government would be tak- 


ing a big step toward socialism. | 


But President Truman, then 
seeking election, and his Secre- | 
tary of Agriculture, Charles F. 
Brannan, seized on the storage 
problem and made it an issue 
in the Midwestern farming area. 

They said that there was not 
enough commercial storage 
space to handle the Govern- 
ment’s own grain surpluses and 
store 1948 crops which farmers 
would want stored. Because of 
this shortage of space, they 
declared, many farmers would 
be unable to obtain Govern- 
ment price support loans and 
consequently would have to sac- 
rifice their crops for whatever 
they could get for them in the 
market 

Grain prices did go down 
Some farmers said they were 
unable to get storage. 

Truman the Winner. 

When the votes were counted, 
Truman emerged as an upset 
victor over Republican Thomas 
E. Dewey for the presidency— 
largely on the basis of Midwest- 
ern farm votes 

The new. Democratic-con- 
tro!led Congress convening in 
1949 restored and broadened 
the Government's authority to 
go into the storage business. 
Then, as grain surpluses grew, 
the Government bought addi- 
tional storage bins to handle 
that portion of its farm prod- 
ucts which commercial ele- 
vators and other storage con- 
cerns could not handle. 

By the time the Eisenhower 
Administration took over in 
January 1953, the Government , 
owned facilities with a total 
grain storage capacity of 550,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson and his aids in- 
dicated it was their desire and 
hope to get the Government 
out of the storage business as 


quickly as that could be done. 
But developments have gone 
@gainst ther Grain surpluses 


continued to grow in size. And 
inasmuch as commercial con- 
cerns did not expand their fa- 
cilities accordingly, department 
officials have found it neces- 
sary to put the Government 
deeper and deeper into storage 
operations 

By the end of 1955, Benson 
had expanded Government 
storage facilities to a capacity 
of 884,000,000 bushels. Except 
for the availahility of nearly 
400 idle ships of the United 
States Maritime Administra- 
tion reserve fleet. for storage 
of 85,000,000 bushels of sur- 
plus wheat, the Secretary would 
have had to have bought more. 

Still More Grain Bins. 

But the end of this expan- 
sion in Government storage is 
not yet in sight. Only a few 
days ago, the department an- 
nounced that it soon would ask 
for bids on additional grain 
bins with a capacity of 100,- 
000,000 bushels. This would put 
the Government storage ca- 
pacity near the one-billion- 
bushel level. 

In making this announce- 
ment, the department said the 
storage problem still remains 
acute. It promised to keep the 
problem under “continuous re 


view’ and to buy even more 
bins should they be needed 
Nevertheless, the Administra- 


tion still entertains the hope 
that once the crop surpluses 
are reduced, it will be able to 
sel! its storage facilities and get 
the Government out of the busi- 
ness 

Latest reports show that the 
Government owned about 1,700.- 
000,000 bushels of grains—prin- 
cipally wheat, corn, oats, barley 
and grain sorghum—and had 
loans outstanding to farmers on 
an additional 550,000,000 bush- 
els. Grains not housed in Gov- 
ernment facilities are stored 
either in commercial facilities 
or in farmers’ own bin 

The Government has $4,800 - 
000,000 invested in these gra 
supplies 

Little Aid From Firms. 

The Administration has 
sought to encourage private 
concerns to expand their stor- 
age space, but with limited suc- 
cess. The Government has of- 
fered contracts to such concerns 
under which it agrees to make 
them storage payments Wf oc- 
eupancy of new facilities falls 
below certain levels during a 
specified period. 

Private facilities with a total 
eapacity of 170,000,000 bushels 
have been built under this guar- 
antee. 

The Government is con- 
eentrating largely on purchase 
of standard bins with a capacity 
of 3250 bushels each. They 
cost at the rate of about 25 
cents for each bushel of capac- 
ity. These bins can be moved 
while erected, or can be dis-

sites in the event storage short- 
ages show up in other areas.

Another reason for buying 
the small bins is the possibility 
that, when no longer needed by 
the Government, thev can be 
sold to farmers in areas where 
they are located.

had met in Munich 

Beldeanu, too, was Romanian 
He had graduated from the 
Bucharest school of fine arts, a 
talented sculptor. He had taken 
to the mountains to fight in the 
resistance movement. In 1949, 
when arrest was imminent, he 
had fled to Yugoslavia. There, 
in forced labor camps, he had 
met the four young Romanians 
who sat with him now around 
the table. 

There was Ion Chirila, called 
the “Colt”; Soare Codrescu, an 
automobile mechanic; Dumitru 
Ochiu, shy and mild, and Theo- 
dore Ciochina, nicknamed “Dor- 
el,” which means longing 

This was what they had lived 
for—the hope that some day 
they would find a way to help 
their countrymen. Their will 
to help was typified by Dorel 
Ciochina when he wrote a letter 
to the American Army: 

“I am a fine driver. 
drive a tank. And in danger I 
would not run away. This is 
certain. I could not, for 1 have 
no legs.

The next morning the his- 
toric Romanian flag flew above 
the building. Two hundred 
Swiss policemen surrounded the 
grounds and the crowds gath- 
ered. 

The Swiss could do nothing 
for the Romanian charge d’af- 
fairs had not received instruc- 
tions from Bucharest and he 
could not allow Swiss police to 
enter the legation, How, for 
example, could he account for 
the munitions, arms and Swiss 
uniforms? 

The Swiss council of minis- 
ters met. Notes were exchanged 
between Bern and Bucharist. 

Won't Surrender. 


Finally .Bucharist authorized 
the Swiss police commission to 
enter the legation and take the 
masked men into custody. But 
the young men would not come 
forth. Thev told the commis- 
sioner that by taking back this 
small part of Romanian soil, 
even for a matter of hours, they 
could dramatize the struggle for 
the satellite nations. 

They had taken a solemn vow 
not to leave until five Romanian 
patriots were released from 
prisons at home. The commis- 
sioner reported the young Ro- 
manians were in earnest. They 
had barricaded themselves in- 
side with guns, gas masks and 
ampoules of poison. 

The Communist Romanian 
government threatened to break 
off diplomatic relations with 
Switzerland for failure to extra- 
dite the “bandits of Bern.”

Later the Swiss council of 
ministers came to a firm de- 
cision: , Despite threats, they 


would not extradite the men if 
thev asked for asylum 

When this was communicated 
to them 43 hours after the siege 
began, the three masked men 
surrendered to the Swiss au- 
thorities and were driven off 


to jail. 

One of their companions, 
Ochiu, already had been ar- 
rested. Ciochina later was ar- 


rested in West Germany and

Results of Raid. 

What did the young Romani- 
ans achieve with their unprec- 
edented raid?

Through the raid, the Swiss 
police received a tip on two fat 
dummy accounts in an obscure 
farmers’ bank in the mountains 
of Switzerland. The Commu- 
nists were using the money to 
run .far-reaching spy nets in 
western Europe. Other Swiss 
authorities uncovered a Roma- 
nian organization for buying 
foreign money in the black mar- 
ket with Swiss francs.

KINGSTON, Jamaica 
RAVEL in the West Indies reached an all-time peak 
T this winter and the morning we left Port au Prince set 
a record in passengers handled ate#he Haitian airport 


Flights to Miami ard New York were running in several 


sections and the airport 
crowd was increased by 
the Sunday custom of the 
Haitians of dressing up in 
their best and coming to 
see the planes take off. 
Our Kingston flight was 
late and as we waited at 
the gate I «pied a shirt- 
sleeved chap with a brief- 
case under his arm busily 
climbing over gates marked 
“No Admittance.” He had 
a familiar look and at a 
second glance we recog- 
nized him as our friend 
Denver Wright from St. 
Louis and went over and 
hailed him. 

“Toss your baggage away 
and come on to Brazil with 
me,” said Denver who, it 
turned out, was barnstorming down through the West Indies 
on his way to South America all alone and flving his own 
ship. But Kingston was waiting and Ginnie preferred to 
trust her fate to Pan American, so we were soon aboard 
our Constellation and southwest-bound for another island 
The flight over the blue Caribbean waters was, as. usual, 
short and smooth and we touched down at Kingston where 
the airport is on a long, narrow peninsula just opposite 
the city. Here we were greeted by our host, Bernard Lewis, 
director of The Institute of Jamaica, which was sponsoring 
the Audubon Screen Tour lectures there, along with the 
local Natural History Society 

* * * 

Soon we were established at the South Camp 
Hotel, an elderly and extremely British establish. 
ment which made us feel comfortable and at home 
with friendly service and none of the trappings of 
the gaudier caravansaries which cater to tourists. 
In our short three days, we quite fell in love with 
the South Camp, its pleasant swimming pool and 
gardens and al fresco dining room. And just as we 
will always remember San Juan by the musica! 
song of the little co-qui frog—and St. Thomas“and 
Mayaguez by the crowing of innumerable roosters 
which tuned up at 4 in the morning—there are cer- 
tain sounds by which we will recall: Kingston. 


* * * 
® MOST UNFORGETTABLE OF THESE is the “tap-tap” 
eof walking feet. Long after you've gone to bed at night 
end well before you're up in the morning, vou hear it: the 
alert walking of countless Jamaicans going to work or re- 
turning home or attending to their social life. Very early 
there are the vendors of cooking wood with carts. and color- 
fully dressed women with baskets of fruit and vegetables 
balanced marvelously atop their heads as they stride grace- 
fully along. It is wonderful to see them turn to look from 
side to side. or stop for a customer without ever losing 
balance. And later come the school children; clean and 
happy looking and alert in their neat uniforms and sailor 
hats. Perhaps this is the proper place to say that the 
Jamaicans seem economically far ahead of some of the of 
the other islanders; cleaner, more cheerful, better fed. 
*® . * 
But this started as a comment on characteris- 
tic sounds of Kingston; and another is a little night- 
singing frog with a call exactly like the high- 
pitched whistle of old-time peanut-vendors and 
just as infinitely prolonged; and a deep-voiced 
croaking lizard, which is a gheckoe and the only 
one of innumerable West Indian lizards with a 
voice. Several of the others, however, have a re- 
markable throat pouch which they puff out and one 
of these entertained us each morning at breakfast, 
running up a tree trunk just outside the window 
beside our table.

@ RATHER ODDLY, although all the tslands are fabu- 
lously rich in flora and trees and plants have been natural- 
tized from the tropics around the world, there are few 


mammals such as we know in America. Of butterflies and 
moths and birds there are a goodly number and many of 
them are éxtremely colorful. The mongoose was brought 
in long ago to kill snakes and rats, of which the latter 
arrived on sailing vessels. But the rats took to the trees 
and there were no really poisonous snakes and the mon- 
goose has become a serious pest, living largely on ground-

Once we were settled in, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
called for us with two of their attractive family of 
‘youngsters and we drove through outlying King- 
ston to beautiful Hope Gardens, one of the great 
botanical exhibitions of tropical America. A thing 
which impressed us as much as the flowers was 
that in a place entirely open to the public where 
even the lawns are open parking and picnicking, 
the Jamaicans exhibit care and neatness and self- 
discipline which would be unheard of and alto- 
gether impossible to achieve in the United States.

@ WE AGREED to come back to Hope Gardens next aft- 
ernoon with Mrs. Lewis, then drove to their pleasant 
home where we saw the tiny bee hummingbird. Then we 
talked of Jamaica and its history and its current status and 
problems. One interesting subject now much in the news 
is the proposed Federation of the dozen British islands and 
Guiana into a unit which will have Commonwealth status. 
This has been in the making for many years but still offers 
problems. Populations are quite different, as are resources 
and economic objectives, and status. Yet I think most peo- 
ple of good-will hope the Federation will come into being. 


Battling Mayor 
In Colorful Jamaica And ale Troubles

FTER with Mavor 
A peorie in Aurora thought they had become {nsensible to 


AURORA, Iil., March 17 


Paul Egan, most 


shock. Nothing he could do would surprise or upset them. 
But once again they have underestimated Mayor Egan. 

The latest shock came when they learned that their mayor, 
after attending a conference of mayors in Washington, D. C, 
recently, had written a letter to a deputy premier of Russia 
complaining that he had been denied the right of free speech 
in his own country, and that as a consequence the bells of the 
world might as well toll for the death of free speech in the 


United States. 


But what really jolted the 
people of Aurora, being of a 
more personal nature and closer 
to home, so to speak, was when 
he called Mrs. Earnest Van 
Auken Sr., an old mud hen 

Mrs. Van Auken is a sort of 
symbol in Aurora. She belongs 
to nearly every social organiza- 
tion and serves, usually as 
chairman, on every important 
board in the city of Aurora, 
population 55,000. She comes of 
a fine old family and her pos!i- 
tion as a social and civic leader 
has never been questioned. 

Consequently when Mayor 
Egan, fresh from his tilt with 
several hundred mayors in 
Washington, and fresh also 
from his correspondence with 
Russia, came back to Aurora 
and fired Mrs. Van Auken as 
chairman of the town’s tradi- 
tional quadrennial Leap Year 
celebration, the effect was 
startling. But when he topped 
it off by publicly dubbing her 
an old mud hen, the effect was 
little short of paralyzing. Mrs. 
Van Auken refrained from an- 
swering. 

The city council of Aurora, 
whose members haven't spoken 
to Mayor Egan for two and a 
half years — and vice versa — 
decided that finally he had 
gone too far. They took a vote 
and asked him to resign. The 
Aurora Chamber of Commerce, 
which had decided a long time 
ago that he had gone too far, 
also took a vote and unani- 
mously indorsed the resolution.

S$ for the mayor himself, the 
A ection hardly ruffled a feath- 

er. If there's anything he 
loves, it’s a lively skirmish with 
the enemy, and the enemy, one 
learns on short acquaintance 
with the mayor, is legion. It 
takes in just about everything 
and everybody, from the capi- 
talists and the Communists to 
the Republicans and the Dem- 
ocrats, and on to Mrs, Van 
Auken. In short, anyone who 
disagrees with Mayor Egan 

Even Egan's election in April, 
1953, stirred up a lot of ex- 
citement in Aurora, and there 
hasn't been a dull moment 
since. His victorv brought fame 
to the town by virtue of the 
fact that he and his family had 
been on relief one day, and he 
was mayor of the city the next. 
Newspapermen, newsreel cam- 
eramen and television crews 
descended on Aurora and the 
new mayor and he became na- 
tionally known. 

Egan's campaign had been 
in character with his more re- 
cent actions. A one-time adver- 
tising salesman for the local 
newspaper, he had, for several 
years, been editing and pub- 
lishing a little weekly paper 
which he called The Economist. 
In it he blasted everything he 
was against, and no one has 
been able to find many things 
he is for. The only other candi- 
date was a front for the local 
political machine. Egan gave 
the impression in his paper 
that he was the champion of 
the laborer and the common 
man ‘Aurora is a manufactur- 
ing town) and the avowed. en- 
emy of the Fox River Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 

He had no money with which 
to campaign. His paper had al- 
ready gone broke, but he re- 
vived it for several issues to 
serve as a campaign organ. He 
made only two or three 
speeches, in the course of 
which he alienated both the 
Democrats and the Republicans. 
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PEAKING at a Republican 

meeting, he told them they 

were worse than Commu- 
nists. At a Democratic meeting, 
when a Democrat tried to com- 
pliment him on the statement, 
he turned on that group and 
said, “You Democrats are not so 
hot either; in fact, you're just as 
bad.” 

But to the surprise of a lot 
of people, including Egan him- 
self, he was elected. Almost 
immediately he began to talk 
and act like a man who had 
been vindicated. By the time 
he had been in office a year he 
had had seven police chiefs. 
During one period there were 
three chiefs at one time, one 
of them being the mayor him- 
self. The present chief is num- 
ber eight. 

He had alienated the medi- 
cal profession, the legal pro- 
fession and the clergy. He had 
hired and fired whole civic 
boards without warning. 

Egan's troubles really began 
to snowball when he announced 
that he was going to be both 
police chief and fire chief, 
thereby saving the city a lot 
of money. A couple of weeks 
later he changed his mind ane 
appointed a constable named 
Henry Reckinger, locally known 
as “Go get ‘em Hank,” as police 
chief. 

Two weeks later FEgan 
changed his mind again, an- 
nounced he had gone to Chi- 
cago and hired a new chief, Ray 
Coutre, from the Chicago police 
foree. But Rec r an- 
nounced he had been duly ap- 
pointed and sworn in and he 
wasn't stepping out. Not only 
that, the council wouldn't ap- 
prove Coutre. That individual 
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took a look a® the situation, 
went back to Chicago and tele- 
graphed Egan that under the 
circumstances he didn't believe 
he'd take the job. Reckinger 
also got out shortly thereafter. 
The next chief was Donald 
Curran, an experienced and 
capable police officer. The 
council indorsed him. But 
pretty soon Egan decided to 
fire him. Curran hired a 
lawyer and got a temporary 
injunction forbidding the mayor 
to tamper in any way with 
the running of the police de- 
partment. Then Curran, backed 
by the council, ran it for a 
year. Egan tried to retaliate by 
withholding payroll warrants 
for Curran, but the injunction 
put a stop to that also.

fice, a deputy sheriff named 

John Finley appeared at the 
mayor's office to serve notice 
of the injunction. Egan waved 
the notice aside, looked Fin- 
ley up and down, and saw in 
him his new police chief. Fin- 
ley said he thought he better 
talk it over with the sheriff, 
his boss. Egan waved this aside 
and promptly swore him in as 
chief, Finley talked to his boss 
then and told him what had 
happened. The sheriff told him 
to come on back to the office 
and forget it. That was the end 
of Finley's tenure. 

Summer drifted into fall, and 
in November, 1953, Egan tried 
again. He called in a police 
lieutenant named Frank Car- 
roll, swore him in as chief, but 
Carroll, like Finley, never got 
any closer to the job. Egan 
let matters ride until the fol- 
lowing March when he again 
tried to fire Curran. But about 
this time the circuit court made 
the injunction permanent 

There was only one thing to 
do in an- emergency like this, 
Egan announced. He appointed 
himself chief and ordered Cur- 
ran to turn the office over to 
him. Curran and the council 
just looked out the window 

Three days later, the circuit 
court cited Egan for contempt 
for withholding Curran’s pay- 
roll warrants and the same day 
he was arrested for speeding 
on the highway. He came back 
to the office real mad anda 
called an emergency meeting 
of the police and fire boards, 
and announced the appointment 
of Police Sgt. Casper Neiser 
as chief. Together with himself 
and Curran, that made three 
chiefs at once. 

The only person affected by 
this latest move was James N. 
Vaughan, a member of the po- 
lice board. He annaqunced he 
was fed up, and resigned. When 
Curran’s year was up he 
stepped down with a sigh of 
relief, and the council ap- 
pointed Captain Francis Tighe, 
also a capable man, who is 
still on the job, 
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S fice, after Curran took of- 
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IGHE’S office is across the 
T hall from the mayor’s in Au- 

rora's old vellow, stone city 
hall, but they haven't spoken 
since Tighe took office. The 
mayor refers to Tighe con- 
temptuously as “the phony 
chief” and Tighe and his men 
refer to the mayor simply as 
“the man across the hall.” 

The police department has 
been only one of Egan's many 
crosses. For example, there was 
the battle with the truckers. 
Egan decided that transport 
trucks were a nuisance and 
called a citizens’ meeting at 
whictr he announced he was 
going to demand that al! trucks 
by-pass Aurora.

but Egan had worked out a 
route by which trucks could go 
around Aurora, at the cost of 
considerable time and distance. 
Then he went to Springfield 
to see Gov. William Stratton 
and demand that he compel the 
trucks to use it. The governor 
pointed out that he couldn't 
interfere in such a manner with 
inter-state traffic on the high- 
ways, and anyway, the highway 
commission plans for the fol- 
lowing year called for a new 
by-pass at Aurora. 
“Se ae 


rora policemen busy hand- 

ing out notices to truckers 
strongly suggesting they by-pass 
the town. The notices included 
a map of the route he had 
worked out. He gave the police 
further instructions to stop a!! 
trucks and inspect them for 
anything that could be called 
a violation, down to dirty mir- 
rors or mud-spattered license 
plates. After a few days of 
this, the war between the 
truckers and the mayor reached 
a high pitch. The truckers 
threatened to boycott Aurora, 
and one Sunday morning more 
than 100 angry truckers gath- 
ered in front of the mayor's 
house to protest. 


Egan answered by giving 
police orders to continue to ar- 
rest truckers for any violation 
they could find. Trucks were 
backed up on the highway for 
10 miles in both directions, and 
some 30 truckers were arrested 
and fined in one day. 


However, this didn't stem the 
tide of trucks through town 
So in a final effort, Egan had 
barricades erected at the city 
limits and called out the re- 
serve police to keep the truck- 
ers out. The regular police had 
refused to do it. The next day 
trucking companies got an in- 
junction against Egan and the 
city of Aurora. 

Egan gave up for the time 
being, but every now and then 
he tries a new angie. A couple 
of months after being re- 
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THE TOWN, 
strained, he wrote to President 
Eisenhower asking him for 
help in the matter. He got a 
letter back from Secretary Sin- 
clair Weeks, who seemed a 
little bemused. “I regret to 
learn you are unable to secure 
a by-pass,” he wrote. “The 


problem you have brought to 
my Attention is one that is 
beyond my powers of solution.” 

The people who voted for 
Egan are, after three years, as 
bewildered as Secretary Weeks 
Most of them have deserted. 


Many he has driven away 
During his first months in 
office, the county medical 


group, as a customary courtesy 
to a new mayor, invited him 
to talk. He did. He told them 
they were a bunch of quacks 
and chariatans and implied 
their chief interest in life was 
money. He served the legal pro- 
fession in the same way. 

The language he eniploys, 
beth privately and publicly, is 
of such sulphurous nature that 
finally the Ministerial Alliance 
was compelled to take notice 


of it, particularly at council 
meetings. One of their group 
was designated to appear at 
council meeting and protest in 
the name of the Alliance lie 
did. Egan froze him in his 
tracks with a tirade which, 


clocked by an interested by- 
stander, lasted 29 minutes. The 
members of the minister's 
church, one of the largest in 
the city, passed a resolution, 
as did the Ministerial Alliance 
condemning the mayor for 
wanton and rude conduct 
Egan's battle with the Aurora 
News-Beacon started soon afte: 
he took office and has reached 
classic proportions. One of 
Egan's chief complaints has 
been that the paper did not 
print what he had to say. Just 
to show how difficult this 
would be, the city hall re- 
porter, Eddie Stoops, brought 
a stenographer to council meet- 
ing one day, and had her take 
down every word of one of the 


mayors rambling discourses 
which are a feature of every 
meeting 

The paper printed !t fn full 
It filled eight columns. It 
touched on American historé, 
capitalism, communism, free 
speech, motherhood, monopo- 
lies, the rats and crooks who 


were out to get him, and about 
a dozen other subjects, but 
none of them germane to any 
city problem or anything that 
had come up at council meet- 
ing.

IX months after Fgan was 
S elected his corporation coun- 

sel, Thomas O' Malley, said he 
had had enough and resigned 
Egan anneunced to the city 
council that he had hired Albert 
W. Dilling, a Chicago attorney, 
for the job. Dilling came to 
town, attended a council meet- 
ing at which there was a big 
rhubarb about swearing him in, 
took a good look around, went 
back to Chicago and promptly 
resigned. The situation as out- 
lined by Egan, he said in his 
letter of resignation, had at 
first struck him as a chal- 
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lenge. “I saw 
peacemaker between Mayor 
Fgan and the council I find 
after meeting with the mayo! 
and the council for several 
hours I'm not such a good 
peacemaker I further find 
there are 91 lawyers residing 
in Aurora but it seems none 
of them wants the job.

untypical of all council meet. 
gs, and perhaps a report on it 
l.give a better idea of why he 
resigned so quickly. When the 
mayor announced the appoint- 
ment of Dilling, according to 
the record, the council mem- 
bers refused to swear him in 
without, they explained, legal 
counsel. The mayor said, “We 
have legal counsel; I've just 
appointed him.” Whereupon he 
turned to a radio news reporter 
who was present, informed him 
he had just been appointed 
legal counsel, and fnstructed 
him to swear Dilling in, The 
reporter understandably’ de- 
murred, so the mayor asked if 
there was anyone else in the 
house willing to do it. No one 
was. “Then under the powers 
invested in me, I'll do it my- 
self.” the mayor announced 
While he was looking through 
the statutes for the oath of 
office, the council members 
voted to adjourn, got up and 
walked out 

When the mayor looked up 
and found to his amazement 
that they were gone, he ap- 
pealed to Dilling, “They cant 
do that, can they? Can't I de- 
mand that they come back?” 
Dilling wasn't certain, but Egan 
called a deputy and gave him 
orders to bring the council 
members back if he had to ar- 
rest them. While the deputy 
was chasing the council mem- 
bers, Egan got into a row with 
a reporter and ordered him 
thrown out. Things broke up 
on a note of general disorder, 
but it was not considered out 
of the ordinary for an Aurora 
council rneeting

GAN started out the year 
EF 1955 with a bang by filing an 

assault charge against Former 
Police Chief Curran, ordered 
the arrest of five city officials 
who, he said, were violating the 
building code, filed suit to try 
to get his latest city attorney 
removed from office, filed a 
$900,000 suit against the gas 
company, all adding to the long 
list of suits he now has pend- 
ing in courts ranging from jus- 
tice of the peace on up. He 
doesn't know how many suits 
he has going. “Oh, several 
dozen, I guess,” he says with 
a wave of his hand. 

He had an altercation with 
Justice of the Peace John 
Chivari, lost his temper and 
hit Chivari over the head with 
the handle end of a pair of 
office shears. As Chivari beat 
a hasty retreat, Egan picked up 
what he thought were the 
judge's glasses and threw them 
after him.

During 1955 he filed a suit 
for $1,000,000 against the Na- 
tional City Lines because the 
drivers went on strike, and he 
took another try at appointing 
a police chief. He appointed 
Glen Palmatier, who had been 
his secretary. But nobody paid 
any attention. Palmatier went 
around for a while complaining 
to people that since he had 
been appointed and sworn in, 
he did think he should be al- 
lowed to be chief of police. 
But finally be gave up

1955 by suing Egan for $25,000 
for libel. Egan, he charged. had 
called him “a —— dirty 
crook.” 

Things had been pretty quiet 
this vear until Egan went te 
Washington to attend the con- 
ference of mayors on Feb. 16 
and 17.

Will they pass up American actresses te choose 
an Italian star in her first Hollywood movie? 
These are twe ef the 


year's Oscar derby as 
exciting as any in recent 
history. 

On Wednesday night, a 
nationwide television au- 
dience will watch the 
twenty-elghth presentation 
of gold statuettes to those 
who made the highest 
achievements in film art. 
Right up to post time, 
many will be engaged in 
one of Hollywood's most 
popular sports: Trying to 
outguess the 1740 Academy 
voters. 

It's harder than ever 
this year because of cem- 
plicating factors. But that 
won't stop the forecasters, 
including this one. 

Best actor — here is a 
toughie. For the first time, voters have the chance of 
presenting the acting award posthumously. James Dean, up 
for “East of Eden,” was crushed to death in a highway 
accident last Sept. 30. His genius was lost before he was 25. 

Dean's smoldering, power-packed portrait of the way- 
ward son would have put him in top contention in any 
circumstance. What factor will his death play in the voting? 

Academy members are show people, and show people 
are noted for their sentiment. On the other hand, they can 
be practical. They might reason that Dean should get a 
special award, that the Oscar should go to a living actor, 
for whom it can do some good. 

The strongest contender is Ernest Borgnine, the love- 
starved butcher of ‘Marty. Like Dean, he was in his first 
starring picture, and that’s always a plus value in Academy 
voting. Borgnine’s performance was immensely popular in 
Hollywood.

ANY a wife with a small 
MY iiome, one child, and al] 
the labor saving devices, 
makes more complaints about 
being overworked than her 
great-grandmother did living in 
a log cabin with a dirt floor, | 
have been urging some of my 
correspondents to improve their 
efficiency as homemakers, but 
Mrs. V. doesn’t think some of 
them deserve much sympathy, 
“I'm astounded that you 
would give space to letters 
from women whining because 
they have to take eare of a 
couple of small children or an 
invalid mother,” she upbraids 
me. “What do they expect of 
life, anyhow? I suppose they 
never had a day's training in 
homemaking. Their mothers 
did everything for them I 
wish a few of them could he 
thrown back a hundred years 
and allowed to nurse a big fam. 
ily through an epidemic of 
whooping cough or smallpox 
without even an aspiria tablet 
in the house and at the same 
time bake their own bread, 
make all the clothes for the 
children, and cook three meals 
a day on the wood stove, per- 
haps having to go out and chip 
the wood te begin vith.” 
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Mrs. V. Goes on with some 
practical suggestions. “I'm not 
an unusual person, but | 
keep things g°ing with a fam- 
ily of eight, of whom three 
are under four years of age 
and another one an aged 
mother who is bedridden. I 
do all my own laundry. The 
only help I kave is from one 
school-age daughter. But I 
do have a system and stick to 
it and any other mother cen 
do the same. 
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“CERTAIN DAYS are wash 
days, certain others for tron- 
ing and one other definite day 
I clean the house. I get up 
early and get the day's work 
off my hands. I take care of 


mother and arrange things so 
that she can wait on herself 
possible. 


as much as After 


lunch I straighten up the house 
quickly, . put the luncheon 
dishes to soak in hot water and 
lie down for at least 30 min- 
utes either reading or just 
dozing. It is necessary to relax 
completely at that time. The 
small children have their own 
daily rest, and mother under- 
stands that she must call for 
nothing whatever at rest time. 

“After my nap I finish up 
any left over work and pre- 
pare dinner, simplifying every- 
thing. We might as well admit 
that delicious and nutritious 
meals can be turned out with a 
can opener, prepared mixes, 
and frozen foods. 
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“The children dress main- 
ly in clothes that need no 
ironing. Furnishings are sim- 
plified by getting rid of all 
sorts of pictures, ornaments, 
and geegaws that require 
dusting, No one will ever 
miss them. I never let any 
work go over to the next day, 
even if I heave to de a little 
work in the evening, Finally, 
I select one TV program that 
I really enjoy, sit dewn and. 
relax with it and go to bed.”

Thomas B. Sherman 


t's Music 


a Mozart concert by the pi- 

anist Myra Hess and the 
New York Philharmonic Orches- 
tra with Bruno Walter conduct- 
ing provoked a variety of re- 
sponses from the professional 
critics. They agreed that the 
concerto was treated rather 
“freely” but differed in their 
degree of approval. Winthrop 
Sargent, writing in the New 
Yorker, said that it “occasion- 
ally involved a sort of freedom 
in accent and tempo that -has 
become somewhat unfashionable 
nowadays. A purist might have 
described it as a romantic inter- 
pretation and there were things 
about it that suggested the pi- 
anistic eloquence of Chopin's 
period rather than the classical 
restraint of Mozart's. I did not 
find this in the least disturbing, 
however, and as a matter of fact 
I am getting a little bored with 
the current vogue of what is 
imagined to be strict historical 
accuracy.” 


Ae xc YORK performance of 


Mr. Sargent has suggested 
here that the historical approach 
to Mozart or any composer whose 
music was first performed in 
the remote past is necessarily 
theoretical. No one can be cer- 
tain, in other words, of what 
the exact conditions were in 
Mozart's day that might have 
affected the method and style 
of a performance. Instruments 
were different from now, acous- 
tic conditions were different, 
and no doubt the psychological 
attitudes of the audiences were 
different. To say this is not to 
imply that historical scholarship 
and research can be of no value 
to a performer who is striving 
conscientiously to find the true 
character of a score. 


* * ® 


OBVIOUSLY many helpful 
clues may be picked up from 
Mozart's letters, from the com- 
ments of such contemporary 
historians as Dr. Burney, from 
the opinions of Mozart expressed 
by musicians who knew him, 
and from other well-established 
historical facts. What cannot be 
done is to make the dead past 
live again with all its features 
imtact. 


What seems to be conclusive 
then is that an estimate of the 
character of Mozart's music 
should start with the score, and 
that the score should be re- 
garded as a living document | 
which must be communicated as 
such. With this mind I imagine 
that most conscientious artists 
would be cautious in employing 
“freedom of tempo.” 


Myra Hess is a conscientious 
artist and the interpretation to 
which Mr. Sargent refers must 
have been sincere and convinc- 
ing. But it is hard to believe 
that an interpretation could 
have been, at the same time, 
both Chopinesque and Mozart- 
ean. Allowing for the fact that 
many pianists have grossly sen- 
timentalized the piano music of 
Chopin by the misuse of rubato 
and other devices, it is still safe 
to say that Chopin permits— 
even requires—a greater free- 
dom in changing time values. 


* * ¥ 


HERE AGAIN it is the in- 
trinsic nature of the score which 
calls the turn. It is relevant, 
however, to point out the dif- 
ference between so called 
“classic” and “romantic” com- 
position without claiming that 
it should be the ruling factor 
in all interpretation. The es- 
sential and important differ- 
ence lies in personal, autobi- 
ographical element in romantic 
music. One gets .the feeling that 
Chopin, Schumann, Tschaikow- 
sky, even Brahms despite his 
formalism, writes as if he were 
the center of the universe that 
he describes. The classic com- 
poser is more detached and 
even though his emotions may 
be thoroughly involved, he is 
not primarily an actor in the 
drama he unfolds. 


In the nature of things the 
“personal write-up” seeks a 
greater freedom of expression 
lt follows too that what it says 
~—-being more personal—is less 
representative and _ therefore 
less significant in its import 
than music by composers of the 
Same order of genius who are 
writing about life and not them- 
selves. 


* * * 


AS TO THE SPECIFIC mat- 
ter of strict and free tempo and 
the various degrees in between 
it seems to me that most of 
Mozart's music is played best 
when it is based on a steady 
pulse. We know that Mozart as 
a pianist believed in “strict 
time.” We know too that he 
advocated and practiced a kind 
of rubato that was confined to 
the. right hand with the left 
hand continuing to observe a 
reguiar beat. This does not 
necessarily mean that a per- 
formance of Mozart's piano 
music or instrumental music 
has to be “square” or metro- 
nomic. The phrases and 
tences that extend over one or 
more bar lines have an archi- 
tectural and affective character 
that would not be promoted— 
and might be compromised—by 
an insistent accentuation of the 
first beat of the measure. 


Flexibility in timing is cer- 


tainly indicated, but so is dis- | 
cretion, subtlety, unobtrusive- | 
ness. In short the performer 
who is inclined to take liberties 
with tempo—including the con- | 
ductor who always slows up for 
the second, more lyrical theme 
of a first movement—is pro- 
weeding at his own risk.

than ‘anyone might guess, 
even of you have the $1,000,000. 
The Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer peo- 
ple here finally worked it out 
for an Astor Theater lobby lay- 
out for their,new picture, “Meet 
Me in Las Vegas,” but only 
after a lot of flub-dubbery. 


Howard Dietz, M-G-M adver- 
tising head, dreamed up the 
$1,000,000 cash display, airily 
told his staff to set it up. It 
seemed simple enough. Emery 
Austin, company exploitation 
man who drew the assignment 
found himself tripping over all 
kinds of snags 

He asked F. J. Holleran, a 
vice president at the First Na- 
tional City Bank, “Can I get a 


million in large-sized bills for 
a public display?’ Holleran said 
he could, since M-G-M had 


more than that In its account 
but he said there were some 
catches 

He thought {t would be best 
to have the million in one hun- 
dred $10,000 bills, which bear 
the Salmon Chase portrait, but 
no one bank, it seems, keeps 
$1,000,000 worth of those in its 
vaults. They're never handed 
out to bank customers, anyway, 
but are used mainly for trans- 
ferring cash from one bank to 
another 


Holleran had Austin draw a 


check for $1.000.000. Then he 
got the one hundred $10,009 
notes from the Federal Reserve, 
had them put into the First Na- 
tional Citys vault and told 
Austin to come for them. There 
was a hitch in this: Austin had 


to prepare a proper 
frame for the million 

He had a Broadway sign com- 
pany fashion the frame out of 
sturdy three-quarter-inch ply- 
wood.

was by the Turks, who ruled the island from 1573 until 
1878 when Great Britain, by treaty with Turkey, occupied 
the island and took over its administration. In 1914, with 
Britain and Turkey at war, the British annexed Cyprus 
as a crown colony. 

Although the island has not been a Greek posses- 
sion since the pre-Christian era, 80 per cent of its popu- 
lation (now 500,000) is of Greek descent. The rest is of 
Turkish origin. For years Greek - speaking Cypriots have 
pushed for union with Greece. The movement has fre- 
quently erupted into violence. In 1931 rioters destroyed 
the British governor's palace. 

Since World War II, union-with-Greece pressure has 
built up steadily. Leadership of this movement, called 
Enosis, was assumed by an official of the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church on Cyprus, Archbishop Makarios III. Last

MOLDED FRUIT CHARLOTTE made with protein- 
rich gelatin, flavored with natural fruit juices 
and wine, adds a sparkle to the simplest meals. 

Miss Prudence Dorn, a former St. Louisan who is 
home economist for a manufacturers’ institute at New 
York, prepared this dessert on a visit to St. Louis. 
Miss Dorn drains and saves the juice from canned 
fruit. She then adds gelatin to three-fourths cup of 
the juice and allows it to soften for a few minutes. 
Sugar is added and mixture is stirred over hot water 
until sugar is dissolved. Orange and lemon juices 
and sherry are combined, and added to gelatin. One- 
half cup of this is spooned over the pieces of fruit ar- 
ranged in bottom of a mold. It is chilled. This will 
hold fruit in place and give a glaze to the finished 
dish. Remainder of gelatin is chilled until it is the 
consistency of unbeaten egg white. Cut-up cherries 
folded into whipped cream are gently stirred into the 
thickened gelatin mixture, then spooned over top of 
fruit layer after this has set. When quite firm, the 
charlotte is unmolded onto serving dish and garnished 
with a few pieces of fruit that have been reserved 
for this purpose. Whipped cream may be served 
separately or fluted around edge of molded dessert. 
Amounts given will serve about eight persons.

Two-thirds cup sugar 

One and one-half cups orange juice

ACK IN ST. LOUIS is an ingeniously fitted camp 
B chest, a gift from the Marquis de Lafayette to a once- 

prominent citizen, William Clark. A .luxury travel 
kit of its day, the chest contains intact its 32 original 
items for grooming, eating, medicinal, writing and other 
needs. It is not likely that Clark possessed the chest 
when he and Meriwether Lewis led their famous expe- 
dition from the St. Louis area to the Pacific Coast and 
back in 1803 - 1807. 

Since Clark's death in 1838 the chest has belonged 
to his direct descendants. It was obtained for $1000 from

Kirkwood Boys Have Three of the Little Animals, Tempt Them With New Foods

HREE CHIPMUNKS, captured in Minnesota last summer by two 
boys, John and George Matthews of Kirkwood, are now thriving 
as pets on a diet of peanuts and such un -chipmunk - like items as 

ice cream, cookies, bananas, pineapple and soda pop. The tiny ani- 
mals have become so fond of these delicacies, not readily available 
in the northern woods, that they turn their impish noses up at sun- 
flower seeds, a menu mainstay early in their captivity. 

In Minnesota the chipmunks made their home beneath a board 
near a lakeside cabin where John, 16, George, 13, and their parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. John V. Matthews, spent a vacation. After observing 
the antics of their vacation-time neighbors the boys, in a step not 
altogether unique in the annals of youth, decided that the chipmunks 

cane make interesting pets. With the aid of some peanut butter, 

which made the frisky animals extremely curious and rather careless, 
the brothers captured them. \ 

Back in Kirkwood, the boys put the chipmunks—a pair of adults 


and one half -grown—in a cage in John’s room. To keep them from 
yearning for Minnesota, John and George equipped the cage with a 
small hollow log. They stocked it with leaves and grass for nesting. 
Before long the chipmunks were introduced to peanuts. The meeting 
was such a success that mere sunflower seeds soon were scorned 
The animals also quickly took to the dessert items, mentioned above, 
which first found their way to the chipmunk dinner table as treats. 

On Saturdays and Sundays and sometimes on other days, the 
pets are let out for a romp in John’s room. On these occasions they 
hide peanuts. They hide them under the rug, beneath John’s mat- 
tress, in his desk drawer. Sometimes they even hide themselves. 
One afternoon they all disappeared. After a long and unsuccessful 
search John finally went to his closet and started picking up his 
shoes. Curled up asleep in the toes of three shoes were three chip- 
munks. “They're cute,” John says. “They also seem to get into a 
lot of mischief.”

PEEDY police work—with 
an assist from an alert 


citizen—has solved a 
Port Chester, New York, 
bank robbery in which $188,- 
000 was taken. Less than 
a week after the robbery, the 
leader of the two-man gang, 
Arthur L. Paisner, was ar- 
rested in a New York City 
hospital where he was con- 
valescing from minor sur- 
gery. Paisner had made his 
hospital reservation before 
the robbery.

SULFA DRUGS?

BALTIMORE. 
Twenty years ago, Dr. Perrin Long was 
sitting in his office at Johns Hopkins medi- 
cal school here when the phone rang. 

“It's a Mrs. Roosevelt, calling from 
Boston,” his secretary said. Thinking that 
perhaps one of his colleagues was playing 
a joke, Dr. Long hesitated before picking 
up the receiver. 

It was Eleanor Roosevelt, however. One 
of her sons, Franklin Delano, Jr., had 
contracted what was then a deadly “strep” 
infection. Just a few years before, another 
President's son, Calvin Coolidge, Jr., had 
died of a similar infection resulting from 
a tennis-acquired blister. 

But history did not repeat itself. The 
treatment advised that fateful day in 1936 
by Dr. Long saved F.D.R. Jr.'s life — and 
heralded a new era in health care. For it

od 
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marked one of the earliest uses in the 
U.S. of sulfa — the first of the so-called 
“miracle” drugs. And the first of the sulfa 
“family” of drugs, sulfanilamide, was 
medical science’s first real weapon against 
infectious disease, such as “strep,” pneu- 
monia and meningitis. 

Sulfanilamide actually was discovered 
in Germany back in 1908. It is a chemical 
derivative of certain dyestuffs. Once its 
medical value was proved, scientists 
varied the formula to produce sulfadia- 
zine, sulfamethazine, sulfamerazine and 
other sulfas. - 

But in 1945 came the antibiotics — 
penicillin, Aureomycin, etc. — and almost 
overnight the sulfas left the headlines. 
Now, on their 20th anniversary, many 
Americans have a tendency to think they 
no longer are even being used. 


The facts are othe: wise. Sulfa drugs a: 
still with us — still saving lives and shor! 
ening infectious illnesses. This year Ame: 
icans will spend upwards of $50 millior 
for sulfas, produced by such leading 
pharmaceutical firms as Parke-Dav: 
Wyeth, Fine Chemicals, Upjohn, Squibb 
Schering, Hoffman-La Roche and Ayerst 
Up to 40 million Americans will take 
sulfas for one infection or another 

Why have the sulfas survived? There 
are four good reasons. 

First, some people develop sensitivity 
to penicillin and other antibiotics. Second 
sulfas apparently can knock out certain 
infections just as well as or better than 
antibiotics. Third, sulfas gradually have 
been made safer. Finally, they are cheape! 
to produce —- and use — than some ant! 
biotics. 

Years ago, sulfas were considered dan 
gerous in certain cases because the) 
caused crystals to be formed in the kidne 
tubes of patients. Today’s improved sultas 
(in addition to recently developed 
“double” and “triple” sulfas) have all 5ut 
eliminated that danger. Sulfas alone, ©! 
combined with antibiotics, now constitutc 
the “treatment of choice” in a variety 0! 
ailments, including meningitis, dysentery) 
certain pneumonias, some eye and urinar 
tract infections, “strep” infections and 
some skin eruptions. 

The armed forces of the U.S. and other 
countries stockpile sulfas and use them 
routinely. Last year, for example, menin 
gitis hit Fort Dix, N.J. Sulfas checked the 
disease in a few days. Before the sulla 
era, such an outbreak in an Army camp 
would have killed up to 90 per cent of the 
men there. 


The Sulfa “Cousins” 


Sulfas also are used extensively in vet 
erinary medicine. They work agains! 
mastitis, enteritis and other bacterial 1m 
fections, as well as cat and dog distempe! 
and animal “shipping disease.” 

But perhaps the most striking fact about 
the live-saving sulfas involves new re- 
search which has turned up “sulfa-related 
compounds now being used against othe! 
diseases. 

One such drug is Diamox — discovered 
in connection with sulfa research — which 
has proved beneficial in complications 0! 
heart disease, eye troubles and even in 4 
few cases of obesity. Diamox is what doc- 
tors call a “diuretic” — that is, it induces 
excretion of sodium and water. 

Other “cousins” of the old sulfas are 
two experimental drugs called “BZ-55" 
and Orinase. These compounds, first tested 
in Germany, apparently can lower blood- 
sugar levels in some adult diabetics and 
prevent the loss of sugar in the urine 
If they prove out, they may change the 
treatment of many diabetics: a pill, doc- 
tors say, may one day do away with the 
need for daily injections of insulin.

“Nannarella [as she is called in film circles here | 
feels a role,” says Italian director Vittorio de Sica, 
“from her soul.” 

“She was born,” says director Roberto Rossellini, 
who used to know her very well indeed, “carrying her 
liver in her teeth.” 

“Anna,” says French director Jean Renoir, “acts 
with her heart, her mind, all her instincts. She is one 
of the few authentic acting geniuses of our period.” 

In The Rose Tattoo, which Tennessee Williams 
wrote especially for her (though Maureen Stapleton 
took the part on Broadway), Anna plays a frustrated 
widow in a Sicilian-American town on the Gulf Coast 
For three years Serafina .Delle Rose has been mourn- 
ing her late husband, a one-time rum-runner. When 
she learns that he also was an adulterer, she almost 
breaks up: as her mood careens through wild grief, 
jealousy and rage, she becomes a veritable fury, puls- 
ing with elemental emotion. 

Eventually a man resembling her husband (played 
by Burt Lancaster) comes on the scene, his chest rose- 
tattooed. Serafina thaws, turns gay, even coquettish 
But still the passions pour forth in cataracts 

For in this performance Anna Magnani has no 
thought of subtlety. She paints with a heavy brush. 
With her the flame must burn brightly or not at ail. 
In The Rose Tattoo she reveals as much of Anna 
Magnani as of Serafina Delle Rose. ; 

As a result, she so far has won the New York Critics 
Annual Award, offers from four major Hollywood 
studios and unstinted applause from such esteemed 
professionals as Bette Davis, Spencer Tracy and 
Marlon Brando. 

Said Tracy, after seeing Tattoo, “I'm willing to play 
any part opposite Magnani, her son, her father, even 
her grandfather.” Wrote Bette Davis, “Il am an Anna 
Magnani fan for life. Her performances are a must 
to see.” Cabled Marlon Brando to Rome: “Your per- 
formance so magnificent it defies description.” 

This last statement also might be applied to Mag- 
nani’s behavior during the filming of Tattoo. She 
began by barring visitors from the set. Personal pub- 
licity, she said, was out. During scenes with Virginia 
Grey she cracked two of the latter's ribs. Wardrobe 
and make-up people said she was unmanageable: for 
example, she reportedly went berserk when they tried 
to comb her thick black hair. 

At rehearsals she rejected, with gestures, lines “I 
no feel. No can do what is false, what is not Magnani, 
what is not here” — and she would slap her chest 
resoundingly. 

Again, she would sulk and break into tears when 


the English she had labored so long to memorize some- 
how escaped her. At her hotel she raged if awakened 
on week ends before |:00 p:m. Asked why she roughed 
up fellow-actors in rehearsal, she shouted, “Is all in 
script! When I play I play. You want Magnani without 
fire, without sincere? Then is no Magnani. When 
script say slap, I slap.’ 

During the production, however, she did have mo- 
ments of humor. One day, on location in Florida, 
Anna told producer Hal Wallis matter-of-factly, “To- 
day 1s no good day for work. Today I tell whole crew 
to go to Miami horse races.” 

Wallis blanched. “You didn’t?” 

“Whasamatter,” grinned Magnani, “you can’t take 
no joke?” 

“Anna is a woman of peaks and valleys,” her sec- 
retary says. “One minute her mood is up, the next it’s 
down.” 

A good example occurred as | talked to her here 
Che subject was her winning of the New York Critics 
Award. 

“I so happy!” she exclaimed. “So happy. People so 
good to me.” She pointed to a stack of congratulatory 
cables piled high on the desk in her adjoining study 
“Everyone send me congratulations. Everyone.” Then 
suddenly her eyes grew watery. The look of animation 
on her pale white face turned to one of drab sadness 
“Everyone but Burt Lancaster. He no send. Why? | 
ask you why Burt no send?” For minutes she was in- 
consolably depressed. Then quickly she jumped to her 
feet. 

“Is ready photographer?” she demanded. She raced 
out to her terrace, saw PARADE’s David Preston 
perched perilously with camera and tripod on the nar- 
row wall six floors above the street. 

“Dio mio,” she cried. “He crazy. He fall. I no pose.” 
She covered her face with her hands. As she did | 
lifted her onto the ledge. “You crazy, too!” she 
shouted. Then she went on and posed. 

Anna Magnani was born in Rome. Her youth was 
a period of such despair and poverty that today she 
simply has blocked it out of her consciousness. Her 
early days? Her parents? She refuses to discuss them 
Her sister? “Yvonne is gay girl. She live now in Egypt.” 
Yvonne's married name? “Is funny. I do not know 
her name. Is no importance.” 


Acting Was an Escape 


She does like to recall the Academia Dramatica 
Eleanora Duse, a local dramatic school. After her 
barren childhood, this offered an absorbing form of 
escape. She lived for her studies, happy in any role 
that removed her from sordid reality. 

Following graduation she took whatever theatrical 
work she could find: stage, vaudeville, night clubs 
She starred as Anna Christie in the O'Neill drama. She 
toured Italy in a trio of Pirandello plays, acted in 
Shaw's Mrs. Warren's Profession. Though she ac- 
quired experience and confidence, she found the 
theater tough and monetarily unrewarding. Gradually, 
however, word got around that here was a talent to 
be nurtured and watched. 

Then Anna met Goffredo Alessandrini, a tall, pos- 
turing movie director. They were married, and for 
the next seven years Magnani devoted her unfulfilled 
energy to domesticity. “I did it for love,” she says, 
“but I do it no more. Love is good in the beginning. 
Then it run down. But work goes betier with time.” 

After separating from Alessandrini, Anna turned 
to a medium that offered a larger variety of roles: 
motion pictures. She turned also to the companionship 
of a handsome young actor, Massimo Serato.

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How safe is 


Beware the rash of ‘bargain’ 


Before 1956 ends, one person in 80 who reads this article 
will have been involved in an auto accident. If it happens 
to you, your chances of escaping death or serious injury 
will be greatly increased if you're wearing a good, well- 
engineered safety belt. But you forfeit this chance if 
you're relying on a cheap, shoddy belt. And today the 
market is glutted with them. 

Racketeering manufacturers are attempting to cash in 
on a burgeoning interest in auto safety. A recent opinion 
poll showed four times as many people wanted new 
safety features in autos as wanted engine or design 
changes or gimmicks. And the public has been aroused 
by such statistics as a recent Indiana police study that 
showed that 69 per cent of crash victims would have sur- 
vived with suitable safety belts. 

Most auto manufacturers and safety experts, PARAD! 
found in an extensive survey, think these figures a little 
high. Estimates usually run around 25 per cent. Lt. Col 
John Paul Stapp, whose “deceleration” tests on a 632- 
mph rocket-sled you may have seen in newsreels, suggests 
21 per cent as a more realistic figure. 

Another school of thought holds that belts should be 
augmented by padded dashboards, dish-shaped steering 
wheels, safety mirrors. Other experts admit safety belts 
would cut the death rate, but think a more basic cure 
would be safer drivers. 

But belts have captured the public imagination, and 
unscrupulous dealers have made fantastic claims about 
them. Some belts, sold for as little as 75 cents, allegedly 
will save “as many as 84 per cent of car deaths.” PARADI 
checked many of these install-it-yourself belts, had them 
tested by impartial laboratories, discussed the whole 
problem with leading safety experts, belt manufacturers 
and auto makers. 

Most of the latter were frankly alarmed — and with 
reason. For their tests, and PARADE's, show that many of 


CRASH DAMAGE is inspected by belt maker Ray Hickok and son, 


these so-called “safety belts” are anything but safe. A 
few are as likely to cause injury as to prevent it. Some 
are so shoddy that they can be torn open with the bare 
hands. In some cases the belt is strong, but its anchorings 
weak. 

Worst of all, many car buyers have been lulled into a 
sense of false security. “This kind of stuff is tantamount 
to manslaughter,” one Chicago safety engineer told 
PARADE. “When you sell a belt you're selling a form of 
life insurance. Misrepresenting the insurance ts a fraud.” 

Recently, reliable manufacturers in the trade became 
so concerned that they banded together in an association 
to police the field and issue some sort of seal of approval! 
for belts that met safety tests. The new National Associa- 
tion of Automotive Safety Belt Manufacturers will try 
to clean out the fly-by-night operators who try to make a 
fast buck by peddling a combination of surplus webbing 
and inferior buckles. 

And several states, most notably California, have taken 
steps to prevent the sale of unsafe safety belts. A new

California law bans belts which do not measure up to 
Civil Aeronautics Administration standards for aircraft 
safety belts. The law also adds other requirements aimed 
specifically at auto belts, 

In the absence of other standards, the CAA standards 
have been used as a yardstick to measure strength of 
safety belts, even though many experts feel different 
tests should be used for autos. Basically, these standards 
provide that the whole belt 
anchorings 
3,000 pounds. 

The Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory, running an ex- 
tensive test of car safety belts, added other recommenda- 
tions: the buckle should not slip; the belt should be easily 
released after the crash impact; the belt should not be 
less than 2 inches wide (to prevent cutting); each side 
of the belt should absorb a 1,500-pound pull; only one 
person should be restrained by each belt (to keep pas- 
sengers from bumping together in an accident) 

About other details, there still is dispute. Some belts

How does your safety belt measure 
up to these standards? If you bought it 
as Optional equipment on a new-model 
car (General Motors, Ford, Chrysler, 
Studebaker-Packard and others now 
offer them), it meets or exceeds all these 
specifications. So do installed belts s 
as those turned out by the Hickok Manu- 
facturing Co., which has an extensive 
laboratory to test its own belts and those 
of competitors. But some belts tried out 
by PARADE fell down on the most basic 
of these tests. 

One, made of surplus cotton webbing, 
failed at three points: the anchorage 
pulled loose at 290 pounds, the buckle 
slipped at 450 and the fabric itself tore 
at 520. In another belt, the fabric held 
up but the buckle crumpled at 2,000 
pounds, two-thirds of the CAA standard. 

Another belt — “strong enough to tow 
a truck,” the salesman told PARADE 
was woefully inadequate in the anchor- 
age. A belt with stout webbing had a 
buckle that slipped at 900 pounds, con- 
siderably below requirement. Another 
$3.95 belt stretched clear across the 
front seat and fastened to the door with 
small metal screws. By leaning on this 
belt, you could pull the screws out. 

Some floor-anchored belts were held 
in place by low-grade washers as small 
as “%” in diameter. (The best floor- 
anchored belts use high-grade washers

2%” to 4” across.) Some belts had 
buckles that jammed too easily or could 
be buckled too many ways — including 
several unsafe ways. And another belt 
was fine in every respect except one

One other standard in buying a safety 
belt: price. “Generally speaking, cheap 
is cheap,” says one expert. “I wouldn't 
even look at a belt under $7.” With in- 
stallation —- “by a mechanic who knows 
what he’s doing’ — the price will be 
even higher. But most experts feel it will 
be worth it. 

Cornell's studies indicate that, in event 
of a crash, your chances of injury are 
doubled if you're thrown from the seat. 
The figures show that 40 per cent of 
drivers are hurt by the steering wheel; 
38 per cent of front-seat passengers by 
colliding with the instrument panel; 4 
per cent by smashing into the rear-view 
mirror. And all these figures could be 
cut down by use of a good seat belt:

The most notable cat-lover was Moham 
med, who is reputed to have cut a sleeve 
from his garment rather than disturb a cat 
that was (naturally) sleeping on it.

The average 12-year-old is very self-con- 
scious, neither child nor young adult. If a 
boy, he still may be short and childish in ap- 
pearance while some of his classmates have 
begun to shoot a foot or more above him; he 
is certain he will remain a small boy, that his 
voice will never change, that girls will never 
look at him. 

The girls, on the other hand, badger their 
mothers for permission to appear older than 
their years.

When they 
can't get satisfaction from mothers, they 
often write me. Here are some letters from 
12-year-olds: 


Q. | may be a little young to be worrying 
about this, but the young ladies of my school 
just don’t seem to like me -— especially at 
dances. I'm neat, and not bad looking. Would 
you please help me? — J. H., Denver, Colo. 
A. One of the nice things about being 12 is 
that you know you will change. You are not 
physically what you are sure to become in a 
few years. Socially and intellectually you are 
bound to improve remarkably. Try worrying 
less about yourself and work on how to be 
agreeable to the girls in your class. Avoid 
looking bored; people like girls and boys who 
look alive and make them feel alive. And, 
of course, work hard on your dancing.

12. | believe we should be able to wear lip- 
stick. | wear coral clear; is that all right?

Solar bumbershoot 


it can grill hamburgers or keep you from getting wet

DENVER 
Twelve thousand feet up on the snow- 
bound slopes of the Rockies not far 
from here, a group of young University 
of Denver skiers stopped to cook a 
luncheon snack. It was just the right 
day for a hot meal. Though the sky 
was cloudless, the temperature in the 
shade was a biting 25 degrees 

The skiers had neither stove nor fuel 
Yet within 20 minutes they were eating 
sizzling hamburgers and drinking pip- 
ing-hot coffee. 

They performed this feat of culinary 
magic with the aid of the device shown 
above and at left —a solar umbrella. 
Invented by Dr. George Léf, the “Um- 
broiler” — as he calls it — foreshad- 
ows the day when man will use the 
sun’s abundant energy for cooking and 
heating. 

The heating unit used by the skiers 
consists of an ordinary large-size um- 
brella covered on the under side with 
a new metalized plastic reflecting ma- 
INVENTOR George Léf shows two Umbroilers. 


terial called Mylar. This focuses the 
Gauge.is to check degree of parabolic curve. sun's rays, which then are beamed on 


a grill. The Umbroiler has another ad- 
vantage: in Case of rain you can hold 
it over your head, and it’folds up like 
a regular umbrella. No other stove can 
make that statement 

Key secret of Dr. Lot's invention 
lies in the fact that the reflector ts prop- 
erly curved to concentrate all the sun's 
rays on a suitable cooking area. He 
achieved this by making it in the form 
of a parabola, a curve that has the prop- 
erty of bringing parallel lines of light 
to a single point. After trying alumi- 
num foil, sequins and glass beads as 
reflecting surfaces, Dr. Lof found that 
the new aluminum-coated plastic film ts 
the best reflectors 

Opened, the Umbroiler goes in an 
adjustable stand that can be moved to 
follow the sun. An &-inch grill ts placed 
18 inches from the base of the parabola, 


t a pomt where the suns ravs focus 


most conveniently for cooking. The 
Umbrotler must face directly into the 
sun and be placed so as to follow the 
sun's path 

Ihe drawback, of course, is that you 
can cook only when the sun ts very 
bright. On cloudy days your solar stove 
would automatically be “turned off,” 


and you couldn't count on it for early 


breakfasts or late suppers 


Even so, the cooker has many prac- 
tical advantages. Skiers, many miles 
from dry timber, can easily carry the 
5-pound umbrella to prepare _ hot 
snacks; summer picnickers can whip up 
a meal in a jiffy. The Umbroiler can be 
used in crowded urban recreation 
areas. where fires are prohibited, or at 
the beach, where firewood is scarce 

As to the operating principle of the 
device, it is one that every child knows 
Remember when you and your school 
chums set fire to paper or wood with 
a “burning glass’? Using the same tech- 
nique, Dr. Lof has harnessed enough 
sunlight trom a larger area to give off 
heat equal to that of a medium burner 
of an electric range 

In fact, with the right kind of re- 
flector, enough of the sun’s heat could 
be concentrated to melt a solid block 
of pure tron, which has a melting point 
of 2900 degrees Fahrenheit 

Because of costs, practical solar heat 
ing is Still a long way off. Yet it is being 
used with success. Dr. Lof himself ts 
building, in cooperation with the Amer 
ican Window Glass Co., a home that 
will get 75 to 80 per cent of us heat 
from the sun 

In Japan, 30,000 solar water heaters 
have been built to supply baths and

Strikes were originated for the benefit of 
Hoy. who:was deaf.) For the next seven 
vears, Helms toured the old National 
League circuit with his uncle, sitting quietly 
in the dugout during games 

Helms yearned to be a sports hero like 
his uncle but his fragile physique ruled that 
out (though he did make coxswain on the 
Syracuse crew). After graduation he went 
to work delivering bread for a Cleveland 
baking company, became president of Gen- 
eral Baking Co. a short 12 years later. 

That quick jump took its toll: he suffered 
a breakdown in 1926 and was ordered to 
California to regain his health. But the Wall 
Street collapse wiped out his savings and 
forced him to go back to work. Finally he 
managed to start a tiny bakery here. 

Customers were scarce, competition stiff. 
But in 1932 the Olympics came to Los An- 
geles and —- in one more strange twist of 
fate that has kept Helms’ life tied to sports 
— he got the contract to provide bread for 
the athletes. Helms’ Olympic bread soon 
became the talk of California and the tiny 


bakery began to bustle. Today it's. the 
world’s largest home-delivery bakery 

His association with the “32 Olympics de- 
cided Helms: hed make sports a life's 
hobby. In 1936 he set up the Foundation 
Besides handing out trophies, it has helped 
needy athletes and their families. One ex- 
ample: An athlete's wife gave birth to a 
baby shortly after her husband was killed in 
an accident. The Foundation supported her 
until she was able to earn a living again 

For Helms, reward enough has been the 
friendship of many of the greats in sports 
Jack Dempsey, Joe DiMaggio, Bobby Riggs, 
Alice Marble and a line of others. They're 
often his guests at his apartment here, his 
sprawling home in Palm Springs (where he 
golfs during the winter) or his Meeker, 
Colo., camp where he gets in some trout 
fishing for a few weeks each summer 


The Best View 


As often as not, though, Paul (now re- 
tired) and Pearl are away from home at a 
sports stadium. They always order tickets 
in advance for “the best in the house.” To 
the Helmses, that’s on the first-base line in 
baseball, 50-yard line for football, end of 
the court for tennis, finish line for track 

While watching a contest, both get ex- 
cited easily. Within the first few minutes, 
Pearl's hat is askew, Paul's neat business 
suit 1s rumpled and tie flapping outside his 
vest. His wife's enthusiasm bothers Helms 
sometimes. “One of us should be calm,” he 
says, “and I'd rather get excited.” 

They rarely miss “a big one,” but be- 
cause of a recent operation, Helms couldn't 
make the ‘56 winter Olympics. However, 
they're making plans to see the summer 
games in Melbourne this November. Though 
his doctors have suggested he skip the trip, 
Helms ts bent on going. “A coach's order 
may have stopped him from playing ball,” 
says a Foundation aide, “but no doctor's 
order will keep Paul from an Olympics.” @
